What It Signifies Cathedral, Omaha, 
celebrated the fif- 

tieth anniversary of the founding of the 
parish. Such an event is of general in- 
terest, because it illustrates how the 
Church at large has helped in the de- 
velopment of the Church in the West. It 
was in February, 1856, that a layman 
living in the then new town of Omaha 
sent an earnest appeal to the Rev. A. T. 
Twing, pD.D., at that time secretary of 
the committee having in charge the do- 
mestic missionary work of the Church. 
“No minister of the Church,” wrote this 
layman, “has ever yet set foot on Ne- 
braskan soil. The Methodists, the Bap- 
tists and the Oongregationalists are 
very much in evidence, but not a single 
Church clergyman.” And this in spite 
of the fact, as he pointed out, that 
Omaha then had “800 houses, 600 native- 
born Americans, all enterprising, intelli- 
gent people, none very rich nor very 
poor, a beautiful country, good water, 
fine climate and promise of great 
growth.” This layman naturally felt 
that here were reasons enough for the 
_ domestic committee to appoint a mis- 
sionary. Action was taken September 
Ist, 1856, when the Rev. E. W. Watson 
was appointed the first missionary of the 


Church in Omaha. In the same year 
Bishop Kemper visited the town, con- 
firmed six persons and celebrated the 
Holy Communion. Mr. Watson contin- 
ued as missionary for four years, and 
was succeeded in 1861 by the Rev. John 
West, acting also under the commission 
of the domestic committee. For sey- 
eral years the aid from the domestic com- 
mittee was continued to this outpost of 
the Church. To-day Trinity Cathedral, 
with its beautiful building and steadily 
increasing congregation, is properly 
enough leading the Diocese of Nebraska 
in offerings for the Church’s mission 
work throughout the country. 


ON FIDENCE 

Some Striking in its ability 
Apportionment to do large things 
Figures seems to be the key- 


note of the present 
missionary giving of the Church. The 
gains of the first eight months of the 
fiscal year have been held and added to 
during May, so that the Board of Mis- 
sions found on June Ist that the offer- 


ings from individuals and congregations 


were $40,071 larger than for the cor- 
responding date of the preceding year. 
It is worth while to study the apportion- 
ment tables to note the progress made in 
most of the dioceses and districts. All 
(539) 
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but a few have shared in the general ad- 
vance, and justice would suggest that 
many more than can be named here 
should have special mention. California 
and Virginia have almost doubled their 
gifts of a year ago. Chicago’s offerings 
of $6,814 show a gain of $4,000. Wash- 
ington has given $2,300 more and Massa- 
chusetts nearly $6,000 more than a year 
ago. Connecticut, Albany and Rhode 
Island are still forging ahead with gains 
of $1,000 each. Maryland’s increase is 
$900 and Michigan’s $1,300. Among 
the larger dioceses, New York has fallen 
$500 behind, but Pennsylvania has more 
than held its own, though the proportion- 
ate gain is not as large as in some of 
the smaller dioceses. Milwaukee, with 
gifts of $850 to June Ist, has already 
given more than for the twelve months 
of last year. Among the dioceses of 
more limited resources, Los Angeles, 
Colorado and West Virginia show gains 
of $400 each; Delaware and Kansas City 
have increased their offerings $300; Ala- 
bama and Iowa have added $200 each, 
while Fond du Lac and East Carolina 
have given $100 more. Those who wish 
to study the figures for themselves would 
do well to ask the Assistant Treasurer, 
281 Fourth Avenue, New York, for a 
copy of the summarized statement of the 
apportionment for General Missions.

decline to receive any punitive in- 
demnity for the attack upon its station 
and the murder of its missionaries at 
Lienchou last October, the Chinese min- 
ister at Washington has written the fol- 
lowing letter to one of the Presbyterian 
secretaries: “I note with special gratifica- 
tion that it has been unanimously de- 
cided by your board not to ask nor to re- 
ceive indemnity of a punitive character. 
I have lost no time in advising my gov- 
ernment of the conciliatory stand taken 
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by your board in this matter which, I 
am sure, will be greatly appreciated by 
my government as it is by myself. I 
have read with profound interest the ex- 
tract from a letter recently received 
from the Rev. John Rogers Peale, one 
of the murdered missionaries. His 
words seem to me to have a prophetic 
ring. In his untimely death America 
has lost a noble son and China a true 
friend.”

China and good-will is the 
action of France as 

the champion of the Roman missions in 
China. Last February difficulties, dating 
back three years, between the Roman 
mission at Nanchang and a native offi- 
cial culminated in the murder of six 
Roman missionaries. The French For- 
eign Office has just exacted a treaty from 
China by which the latter agrees to pay 
an indemnity of $400,000 to the families 
of the murdered missionaries and a fur- 
ther indemnity of $200,000 to the mis- 
sion. Moreover, it builds a memorial 
hospital, punishes the ringleaders of the 
riot, and in the face of the request of the 
people of Nanchang, refuses any posthu- 
mous honors to the Chinese magistrate 
whose action was the immediate cause 
of the outbreak. Although the people 
and officials of China may not under- 
stand the full significance of the opposi- 
tion displayed by France in recent years 
toward the Roman Church, they cannot 
fail to be enlightened when they see 
France posing as champion and sponsor 
of Roman missions in their empire. 
The. persistent interference by Roman 
missionaries in the administration of 
Chinese law will certainly result in fur- 
ther difficulties similar to those at Nan- 
chang, and these, in turn, will be made 
the occasion for new demands that must 
inevitably irritate the Chinese people. 
The Rt. Rev. Handley C. G. Moule, 
Bishop of Durham, writes a letter to the 
London Times, printed elsewhere in this 
number. It is to be hoped that his 
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straightforward protest will bring about 
some measure of reform. The North 
China Herald went to the root of the 
matter when, in a comment last spring 
about the Nanchang affair, it said: “Of 
late years, the Protestant missionaries 
have been carrying on work there [Nan- 
chang]. with much success, but there 
have been constant troubles in Kiangsi 
between the Roman Catholics and the 
Chinese, as there must continue to be 
until the Roman Catholic missionaries 
abandon their assumption of official rank, 
which the Protestant missions had the 
good sense to decline from the first.”

The Universities interest- 
and Missions ing signs of the 
times is the extent 

to which the students and alumni of 


leading American universities are es- 
tablishing special university missions. 
A Harvard committee, with President 
Roosevelt at its head, is maintaining im- 
portant work among the students of In- 
dia. Yale has established an educa- 
tional mission in the centre of China. 
The University of California has on foot 
a movement to reach some of the stu- 
dents of Kyoto, one of the great educa- 
tional centres of Japan. The University 
of Pennsylvania has sent one of the 
graduates of its medical school to China 
to establish a Christian medical school at 
Canton. Princeton has just announced 
its plans for a special mission in Pekin, 
under the leadership of Mr. Robert R. 
Gailey, who for the past ten years has 
been a missionary of the Presbyterian 
Board. A Presbyterian layman has 
given $30,000 for the erection of a build- 
ing to be a centre of educational, social 
and religious work on behalf of young 
Chinese of the educated class. There 
could scarcely be a greater contrast than 
that existing between the spirit which 
prompts such enterprises and the general 
indifference to things religious marking 
most American universities two or three 
generations ago. In undertaking these 
efforts on behalf of distant people, 
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American students are following the 
way so admirably pointed out by stu- 
dents of England, through the establish- 
ment of such enterprises as the Oam- 
bridge Mission to Delhi, the Oxford 
Mission to Calcutta and the Universi- 
ties’ Mission to Central Africa.

tion could be found 
than the remarkable exodus of students 
to Japan. It is estimated that there 
are at present fully 9,000 Chinese 
scholars in Tokyo. They have been 
drawn thither from seventeen of the 
eighteen provinces of China by the de- 
sire for something more than the dry 
husks of learning with which their coun- 
trymen have for centuries been content. 
It is apparent that China is on the point 
of abandoning, if she has not already 
abandoned, her belief that she embodies 
in herself all wisdom. The movement is 
the more remarkable because the stu- 
dents of China have always been the 
most conservative as well as the most in- 
fluential class in the empire. This exo- 
dus to Japan is not confined to young 
men alone. It includes many men who 
already have the Chinese degrees which 
qualify them to hold government offices. 
On their return they are bound to 
exert a mighty influence upon the 
nation. Whether it shall be for good 
or evil will depend largely upon their 


experience away from home. In Tokyo 
they live amidst dangerous  condi- 
tions, tending toward great immcr- 


ality, on the one hand, and extreme 
radicalism of thought and action, on 
the other. They are largely shut out 
from whatever good influence might 
come from Japanese life, because they 
have little knowledge of Japanese or 
English and the Japanese do not speak 
Chinese. Moreover, the accommodations 
in Tokyo are insufficient even for the 
Japanese students who flock to the capi- 
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These visiting students are there- 
fore subjected to fierce temptations. 
They come under the influence of 
revolutionary Chinese politicians who 
are now refugees from their home land, 
and are likely to absorb from them 
fanatical, anti-Christian and anti-for- 
eign ideas. There is therefore great dan- 
ger of their becoming a decided menace 
to their own country, to say nothing of a 
serious hindrance to the missionary en- 
terprise in China. In spite of these 
many disadvantages, the students are ac- 
cessible to friendly effort. Bishop Mc- 
Kim and Mr. Tucker, of St. Paul’s Col- 
lege, have been keenly alive to the situa- 
tion, and have asked the Board of Mis- 
sions for permission to open a school for 
some of these Chinese. The Board has 
recognized the strategic importance of 
such a step, has given the necessary con- 
sent, and has made an appropriation of 
$1,200 toward the support of the school 
for the first year. Those who wish to 
have a hand in establishing and main- 
taining this important enterprise may 
send their gifts, designated “For the 
School for Chinese in Tokyo.”

As soon as the daily session of the Chi- 
nese school at St. Elizabeth’s House is 
over, the Japanese take possession for 
two hours. In the Iolani school build- 
ings, a night-school is carried on and a 
Sunday service for Japanese is held. At 
Moiliili a second school meets five nights 
in the week with a preaching service on 
Sunday evenings, and on Sunday morn- 
ings Mr. Fukao is bringing a group of

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educated Japanese to the services at St. 
Andrew’s Cathedral. Three night- 
schools for Chinese are also carried on 
in Honolulu, and every month makes 
more evident the influence of the Church 
upon the life of this large. element in 
the population of the islands. The Chi- 
nese congregations of the Church were 
no whit behind the American and 
Hawaiian congregations in sending re- 
lief to the impoverished Church people 
of San Francisco. The Sunday-schools, 
too, have sent an Easter offering of near- 
ly $200, fully one-third more than in 
any previous year. Through offerings of 
several thousand dollars, given almost 
entirely by the local people, it has been 
possible to begin work for the much- 
needed enlargement of the cathedral.

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200,000,000 Mohammedans. They re- 
viewed carefully the needs of the Mo- 
hammedan world, its ethnic, social, re- 
ligious and intellectual condition, the 
missionary work thus far accomplished 
and the tasks still to be performed. As 
a result, the conference issued an urgent 
eall to the Christian Church to prose- 
cute her work in Mohammedan lands 
with greater energy and effectiveness, 
particularly “by setting apart more spe- 
cial laborers and by giving them a spe- 
cialized training; by organizing more 
efficiently the production and distribu- 
tion of literature for Mohammedans; by 
systematic common arrangements for the 
fresh occupation of important centres, 
and the more effective working of those 
already occupied, and for forestalling the 
entrance of Islam into territories, so far, 
pagan.” Especially urgent is the need 
for larger work among Mohammedan 
women. From India, Persia, Arabia, 
Africa and other Mohammedan coun- 
tries come reports making it evident that 
the condition of women under Islam is 
one of hopeless degradation, and that in 
the Christian message lies the only hope 
of effectually remedying the spiritual, 
moral and physical ills from which they 
suffer. 


ORTY new mis- 

Recruits for sionaries are 
Presbyterian being sent this year 
Foreign Missions by the Presbyterian 
Church to its sta- 

tions abroad. They will be widely scat- 
tered about the world, for the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions, next 
to the Church Missionary Society of 
England, is the largest foreign mission 
board in the world. Some of these re- 
cruits will go to West Africa, South and 
Central America; others will find their 
sphere of service in Mexico, China, 
Korea and Japan; while India, the Phil- 
ippines and Persia will receive still 
others. For a week prior to the depart- 
ure of these recruits and the thirty or 
more missionaries who after terms of 
service in their various fields have been 
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on furlough in this country and are now 
going back to work, the secretaries and 
other officers of the Presbyterian Board 
met with them in daily conference. The 
idea of the gathering was to tell the 
workers who are going to the front how 
the enterprise is administered at the 
Presbyterian missions house, and to give 
such other counsel as will help those rep- 
resenting the Presbyterians abroad to 
make their work most effective. Some of 
the subjects discussed were: “The Intel- 
lectual and Spiritual Life of the Mis- 
sionary,” “The Supreme Aim of Mis- 
sion Work,” “Relations with the Native 
Church,” “The Missionary’s Relation 
with Non-Christian Religions,” “The 
Missionary Motive,” “The Place of Bible 
Study in the Life of the Missionary.” 
Stress, too, was laid upon the care of the 
body, through addresses given to men 
and women by physicians. 


ISHOP McKIM 
says that there 

is no further neces- 
sity for gifts on be- 
half of the famine 
sufferers in Japan. At the time of writ- 
ing there was in hand sufficient money 
to meet the needs of the situation until 
this year’s crops of barley and veg- 
etables will become available. In view 
of these facts, Bishop McKim has 
asked permission of the Board to ap- 
ply such unused funds as have been 
forwarded to him for famine relief to 
the support of the orphanages, which are 
now caring for hundreds of children 
from the famine districts. This permis- 
sion has been given. The response from 
America to Japan’s need, prompt and 
generous as it has been, has knit still 
more closely the tie of friendship and 
sympathy between, the two nations. 
Wherever money has been sent to local 
Japanese authorities, Bishop McKim 
says, it has been judiciously and honest- 
ly used, while the missionaries, who are 
in direct touch with the people, have 
given aid which will never be forgotten. 


Japan Passing 
from the Grip 
of Famine 
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A PHILIPPINE DIARY

ONTOC, April 9th.—Resolved to 
keep a diary. If I don’t do it 
that way I am afraid that by 
and by, following the ordinary 

method of recollection, I shall have 
only ditto marks to transmit to my cor- 
respondents. As a matter of fact there 
is a good deal of interest that transpires 
from day to day, but once let it pass 
without record and it seems to sink and 
lose identity in an ocean of sameness. 
I propose to catch the fleeting events and 
squeeze them for your benefit. 

This is Sunday. We have only two 
meals on Sunday. This is a saving of 
wear and tear on the housekeeper; a 
(questionable) saving of food mater- 
ials, a real economy of time and a pro- 
moter of appetite and digestion. Our 
only Sunday celebration of the Holy 
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Communion is at eight o’clock. We 
get up about a half hour later than 
other days, i.e, about 6:30, and Mr. 
Mackenzie and I take turns at our 
shower bath. 

I ought to mention here that I am 
the inventor of an apparatus. A ten 
gallon galvanized iron tank with faucet 
is slung on a light wooden carrying 
platform and the whole is easily hoisted 
by means of block pulleys. The mouth- 
piece of a watering pot, hung below the 
faucet, makes an excellent sprinkler. A 
galvanized iron washtub stands below, 
and you stand in the washtub. It is all 
very satisfactory. Being, as Chaucer 
puts it, not exactly “undergrowe,” I 
have to stoop a little or I scratch my 
uncushioned head on the sprinkler, but 
that is a matter of small moment. It 
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is due to the genius of the inventor to 
remark that the same apparatus forms 
an excellent reservoir for the purposes 
for which water is required in a photo- 
graphic dark room. It is a dark room 
—at night—and I have a convenient 
wash bench and places for the bestowal 
of bottles, ete. Natural drainage is fur- 
nished by the shrinkage of the green 
timber of which the floor was built; the 
water all goes through the eracks. 

And so, after our bath and the usual 
routine of “chores” incidental to get- 
ting a household under way for the 
day, we have time to arrange the music, 
get altar and vestments in order, think 
over my homiletical or catechetical re- 
marks, decide what to praise the people 
for, and why they should be blamed. 
The bells are rung three times. First, at 
the half hour before the service. I en- 
courage Mr. Mackenzie to make a gen- 
eral racket at that time, to try to simu- 
late that unconventionality and abandon 
which characterizes  bell-ringing in 
southern climes—to do the unexpected 
and irregular, to clash and hammer, and 
trip and interfere, as he wields the 
tongues of our two forty-pound instru- 
ments. Being English and conservative 
and self-conscious, Mackenzie finds this 
difficult. It seems too much like play- 
ing the clown—making a fool of one’s 
self. I wonder if an Anglo-Saxon could 
ever bring himself to tinkle and patter 
with the bells as one hears them on a 
saint’s day, sounding out from the high- 
perched chapels, along the Italian lakes, 
or, for the matter of that, in almost any 
flat, dusty, moth-eaten, typical Filipino 
town in these islands? The second 
alarm, at the quarter hour, is a cut-and- 
dried pattern figure, as it were, and so is 
the third at the hour of service. 

In arranging them my memory went 
back to the morning walk from break- 
fast to college chapel. Those were pat- 
tern figures. So many strokes from the 
foot of our lane to the road curving by 
the president’s house; so many double 
strokes from there up the gradual slope 
to the long flight of wooden stairs, and

then the quick hurry-up stroke—and 
you'd better hurry or “prex” will be 
standing (and you will be wondering 
whether his eyes are half shut or very 
open) before you can get into your place 
in chapel. 

Our people come early—except the 
ones that come late. Old women, with 
shining dark blue Sunday cloaks, come 
and courtesy as they enter and kneel. 
Children toddle in and sit flat on the 
floor. Some of them, grown American- 
like, walk around and talk too much. 
Men, for the most part, man-like, get no 
further than the porch, and worship and 
view religion from that distance. How 
like what I have seen in the conduct of 
men in Vermont and Massachusetts and 
New York and Ohio and elsewhere! 

Apri 11th, Tuesday. I make no 
apology in this diary for dropping sub- 
jects when I get tired or when inter- 
ruption kills them for the time being, 
and I don’t have to write every day. My 
list of reserved rights shall be as num- 
erous as those of an insurance poliey, 
or the fine print on the back of a bill 
of lading. 

A rather pathetic incident yesterday. 
I heard in a roundabout way that Juan 
Cabradilla was going away from Bon- 
toe and I felt sorry, for he and his fam- 
ily are about the best of our Ilocanos. 
Juan is a carpenter and, as workmen 
go here, a pretty good one, and his chil- 
dren are bright boys. I went around 
there, therefore, on my way to break- 
fast, and, sure enough, they were all 
packed ready to start; going back to 
Baugur, a coast town from whence he 
had come here, I don’t know how long 
ago. I inquired the reason and he said 
they could not get enough to eat in 
Bontoe. To get a little money for the 
journey he had sold his house for six 
pesos ($3 United States currency). A 
litter with awning he had built to carry 
his wife and baby, a chest and a few 
pots and utensils, a pig which he hoped 
to sell at an intermediate town—these 
constituted his worldly goods. The poor 
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fellow’s eyes filled with tears and I 
think mine got a little misty as I gave 
them each a blessing and bade them 
good-by. 

The comandancia is filled with visi- 
tors—eleven in all—most of them 
en route for Lubwagan, a new station 
which the constabulary have established 
in the wilderness, two days beyond here. 
Included in the number is the coman- 
dancia physician, and it so happened 
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hurry around to the dispensary side, 
where I put a chair out on the piazza 
and proceeded to examine. Two back 
teeth on the lower jaw were much de- 


cayed and loose to the touch. She 
wanted them both out. I pulled the first 
one with little difficulty. The second 


one made no great resistance, and quick- 
ly came, but I perceived that I had got- 
ten more than the tooth, evidently a 
piece of the jaw, which would not pull 
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that yesterday I needed someone to help 
me in a dental operation! That sounds 
very formidable. But you must know 
that I pull a good many teeth, and with 
success. Qh, occasionally an old broken 
root that I cannot get the forceps on de- 
fies me. Fact is, I need two or three 
additional kinds of forceps for such 
cases. This Bontoe woman came yester- 
day just as it was time to go in to even- 
song, but thinking it would be only a 
matter of a moment, I told the woman to 


through the gum. Being single-handed 
I couldn’t manage it very well, and that 
is why I was glad to be able to call in 
the provincial doctor. He cut around 
the tooth so that it could be pulled 
through, staunched the blood with 
styptic, all of which the brave woman 
stood without flinching a bit. As she 
had bled considerably I offered her a lit- 
tle brandy, which she promptly refused, 
with an air that would have done credit 
to a high official in the W. C. T. U.

PORTO RICO 


HE Rev. Charles E. Snavely, who 

has been added to the Porto 

Rican staff, was born in Blairs- 

ville, Penn., about forty-five 

years ago, and it is the rectorship of 
St. Peter’s Church, Blairsville, which he 
gives up to undertake missionary ser- 
vice. Brought up in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Mr. Snavely, as a 
young man, came under the influence of 
the Church, and finally decided to give 
himself to her ministry. In 1887 he en- 
tered the General Theological Seminary, 
not, however, until after nearly two 
years of hard study of the classics at 
night, when his day’s work was over. In 
these two years, Mr. Snavely managed 
to save sufficient money to carry him 
through the seminary. He was gradu- 
ated with the class of 1890 and in May 
of that year was ordained deacon. He 
was advanced to the priesthood by Bish- 
op Talbot, under whom, in Wyoming, 
his first work as a priest of the Church 
was done. For thirteen years Mr. 
Snavely worked among the Indians in 
South Dakota, only giving up his post 
when ill-health compelled. Returning,

after a short period of rest, to his home 
diocese, he was placed at Blairsville by 
Bishop Whitehead, where he has done 
successful work. Mr. and Mrs. Snavely 
sailed for Porto Rico May 19th. They 
will be stationed at Puerta de Tierra, 
near San Juan. 

ROMAN MISSION- 
ARIES AND CHINESE 
COURTS 

To the Editor of the “Times”: 

IR—I am one of many people in 
England who have friends and 
kinsfolk missionaries in 
China, and your China tele- 

grams, for instance, those of yesterday 
and to-day, are to me more and more 
anxiously interesting. The unhappy 
events at Nanchang are as yet obscure, 
the accounts conflict so much in detail. 
But it appears that the outbreaks had to 
do, on any showing, with disputes be- 
tween the magistrates and the Roman 
Catholic missionaries over a case in the 
native courts. The result has been the 
sacrifice of several Christian lives, Ro- 
man Catholic and Protestant alike. 

“Your able correspondent at Shanghai 
says in the Times of to-day: ‘It is im- 
possible to deny that the intervention 
of the missionaries in local politics and 
their protection of native converts con- 
stitute one of the chief causes of the 
anti-foreign attitude of the Chinese 
officials.’ Those of us who have intimate 
personal relations with experienced mis- 
sionaries (my brothers, Bishop and Arch- 
deacon Moule, have worked in China 
forty-eight and forty years respectively; 
the bishop has lived since 1864 in the 
heart of the great inland city of Hang- 
chow) know too well that this statement 
is true, but with the important reserve 
that it is true, exclusively, or practically 
so, not of ‘the missionaries’ in general, 
but of Roman Catholic missionaries. 
Again and again have I read, in private 
letters from Hangchow, of the very seri- 
ous and critical difficulties raised for 
Church of England missionaries, for ex- 
ample, through the undue interference of 
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their Roman neighbors in cases in the 
native courts. Protestant missionaries, 
I am bold to say, carefully and on prin- 
ciple abstain from such interference. 

“T write with no sidelong controver- 
sial purpose. Rather, through your col- 
umns, I would ask whether it is too 
much to hope that the Roman Catholic 
Church will actively and resolutely dis- 
courage among its missionaries in China 
this most dangerous tradition. Every 
month sees a growth of the jealous na- 
tional feeling of the leading classes in 
China. I¢ is high time that justice and 
expediency should alike forbid the med- 
dling of missionaries in local or other 
politics. Such meddling assuredly can- 
not further the highest aims of any mis- 
sion, and it imperils to a formidable de- 
gree the personal safety of the devoted 
workers of every mission.

AN ENGLISH EDITOR 
IN CHINA 


R. ROBERT W. LITTLE,for many 

years editor of the North China 
Herald, an English journal published in 
Shanghai, died on April 20th in that 
city. Under his editorship the Herald 
has always treated missions and mission- 
aries with intelligence and justice. No 
criticism felt to be necessary was ever 
withheld, but it was given with the dis- 
criminating and constructive quality for 
which the missionary is always grateful. 
Archdeacon Moule, referring to this 
characteristic of the Herald in a memor- 
ial address, pointed out that the work of 
missions “needs and desires no patron- 
age from men, and Mr. Little did not 
patronize, but with free, though not 
harsh, criticism of methods there has 
seemed to me, and others, to have been 
a growing recognition of the fact that 
the work of Christian missions is not so 
much an enterprise to be tolerated, as 
one of the methods, is it not indeed the 
supreme method ?—for the enlightenment 
and reform and highest good of China.”

NOTES FROM THE TRAIL 


LH BND Oba LONG 


WINTER TRIP 


BY ARCHDEACON STUCK 


OTZEBUE :—We reached Kot- 

A zebue after a successful trip 

of about 500 miles from Bet- 

tles. I have yet a trip of 
double that distance before me if I am to 
get back to Fairbanks before the break- 
up of the ice. ° 

Mr. Knapp leaves me here and goes up 
to Point Hope. It is with the utmost 
reluctance that I abandon that part of 
my winter journey and turn my face 
southward, but if I am to get back to 
Fairbanks before the break-up of the ice 
I must lose no time. I hate to under- 
take a thing and then not do it, and I 
am afraid that all the rest of my life I 
shall be sorry. 

Yet I should be content: I believe the 
ten days’ delay at the Chandalar village 
was providential. I believe we were in- 
strumental in saving life. Unless we 
had been detained those ten days we 
should probably have left Bettles soon 
after Christmas and been caught out in 


all that bitter fifty degrees below weather. 
I do not know what we would have done, 
but we should certainly have eaten up 
all our food. Travelling was impossible. 

To-morrow I start out for Candle 
City, a flourishing mining camp on the 
Seward Peninsula, and hope to make the 
ninety miles in two days, spending Sun- 
day there, for there is no minister of re- 
ligion of any sort, nor, I think, ever has~ 
been. Thence I go 180 miles to Coun- 
cil, and then, possibly (if I can make 
it for the next Sunday), to Nome, and 
so on to Unalaklik and across the port- 
age to the Yukon. From now on J shall 
be travelling fast and far. The days 
are getting longer all the time and there 
is no necessity now for heavy loads. 

T am sending this letter by the hand 
of my guide, who returns to Bettles to- 
morrow—500 miles—there to be mailed. 
Did you ever have a letter before that 
was carried so far to the post-office? 

I made forty miles yesterday at forty 
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degrees below zero, and to-morrow I 
must make forty-five miles, the temper- 
ature remaining about the same. There 
is just one Eskimo igloo, half way be- 
tween here and Candle City and I must 
make it for to-morrow night. 


Unalaklik:—I reached Unalaklik on 
March 19th, having made the round of 
the coast of Norton Sound, from Nome, 
240 miles in six days. Yesterday I was at 
service at the Swedish Evangelical mis- 
sion, and to-day, all day, I have attended 
the school and visited the native cabins. 
To-morrow I start across the eighty-mile 
portage to Kaltag, and hope in two days 
to be on the Yukon once more. I hope 
to be in Fairbanks for Easter, visiting 
Tanana, and perhaps Rampart, on the 
way. 

The night before I left Nome I was 
entertained at dinner by fifty or sixty 
of the business men. 


Fairbanks :—Once again I am back at 
Fairbanks in time for Good Friday and 
Easter, rejoiced at being able to keep 
these great anniversaries once more in 
the company of the faithful, and in the 
ordered, sober joy of the Church’s wor- 
ship. 

At one time it looked very much as 
though I should not get back for Easter. 
Instead of fine easy trails on the Yukon 
‘we found that storm after storm had 
wiped out the good trails of the late 
winter and that snow had fallen to such 
an extent that we came on snowshoes 
almost all the way from Kaltag to Tan- 
ana. Coming at the end of the trip, 
when I was tired, coming unexpectedly, 
when I had anticipated easy going, this 
part of the journey was one of the hard- 
est of all my experiences this winter, 
and that is really saying something. 
For it has been a bitter hard winter, with 
much snow and much wind and long 
periods of extremely low temperatures. 
Last year there were many days when I 
thoroughly enjoyed the trail; this winter 
there have been very few. I need not 
say, however, despite all the extremities 
of weather, the toil and fatigue, that I 
am heartily glad I made the journey, and 
only sorry—and I cannot tell you how

sorry—that I was not able to carry out 
my purpose of reaching Point Hope. 

I think it was one of the saddest mo- 
ments of my life when I turned my face 
south from Kikitaruk on Kotzebue 
Sound, with Point Hope only 160 miles 
away! I knew that sometimes the jour- 
ney has been made in five days. But I 
also knew that it often takes three 
weeks. And I knew that once the place 
were reached, I might have to wait three 
weeks before it would be possible to re- 
turn. On that bleak, barren coast, with 
nothing but the ice field on the one 
hand and the snow field on the other; 
with never a tree or a bush, and no shel- 
ter save such as the widely-separated 
native snow igloos afford, to travel in the 
teeth of the gales that prevail for many - 
days at a time is impossible. From 
Kikitaruk to Kewalik, on the Seward 
Peninsula, is ninety miles, with only one 
possible shelter halfway. And we did 
not reach that shelter. Night and storm 
overtook us; we found ourselves unable 
to follow the trail, now wandering out 
on the ice of Kotzebue Sound, now on 
the snowdrifts of the beach. So we had 
to stop. And all that night we lay out 
in the driving snow, at a temperature 
of 38 below zero, with no sleeping bag. 
The snow sifted in over and under my 
robe and I grew colder and colder. Only 
while the dogs lay on my feet and hud- 
dled close around me was I at all warm. 
As soon as they left me my feet began to 
grow numb. It was a most miserable 
night and I never hailed dawn with more 
gratitude. Two miles away was the 
igloo, and certainly that underground, 
grimy dwelling, crowded with sleeping 
humanity and reeking with fish and seal 
oil, was a welcome sight. And how we 
did eat after our twenty-four hour fast! 

Such is travelling on the coast. We 
were well-provided. We had a tent—but 
nothing to put it up with; stove—but 
nothing to burn in it; food—but all 
frozen hard and no possible means of 
thawing it. We had to make that igloo, 
and we failed. How different it is in 
the interior, where timber can almost al- 
ways be reached, a fire kindled and a 
camp made. The chances are that if I 
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had decided to go on with Mr. Knapp to 
Point Hope, I should not have made it 
back to Fairbanks before the break-up 
of the winter trail, and that would mean 
that I should not get back until July, 
when the boats run. Yet there was a 


chance that I might have made it, and 
I find myself regretting that I did not 
But I know perfectly 


take that chance.

loads we had, there was no chance to 
ride. aii 

I cannot tell you how pleased I am at 
all the evidences of growth in this work 
at Fairbanks. Mr. Betticher has done 
wonderfully well this winter, and the 
mission is thriving. The Easter services 
were most enjoyable, and I thought the 
children’s Easter festival especially 
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well that I chose wisely; that I chose the 
only course I could choose with the sum- 
mer work before my eyes. There is that 
Koyukuk mission to establish this sum- 
mer, as I hope and trust with all my 
heart, and that is worth a dozen trips 
to Point Hope. I have covered about 
2,200 miles this winter, three-fourths of 
it on foot. For the first thousand miles 
I walked every step of the way. Over 
those loose trails and with the heavy 


good. Think of that Lenten offering of 
$120 from those children, too. It is re- 
markable. The hospital has kept busy 
but it has kept out of debt, and the mis- 
sion work has been prosecuted most vig- 
orously. I find the reading-room as well 
attended as ever, though the mail has 
not brought us the same amount of mag- 
azine and periodical literature that we re- 
ceived last winter. I hope the good friends 
we made outside have not forgotten us. 


THE TRAINING SCHOOL AND SOME OF ITS STUDENTS 


CUTTING HALL AND THE DIOCESAN 
TRAINING-SCHOOL, CUTTINGTON, 
LIBERIA

UTTINGTON is our mission 
e station, near Cape Palmas. It 
was founded through the gift 

of Mr. R. Fulton Cutting, of 

New York, at one time treasurer of the 
Missionary Society. The new station was 
named for its founder, through whose 
gift we were able to secure a hundred- 
acre block of land, in a healthy loca- 
tion, with a commanding view of the 
ocean in front and of the country for 
miles around. The site overlooks the 
Cape, Hoffman River, Shepherd’s Lake, 
the Graway villages and about twenty- 
four miles of coast. The land was laid 
out in a coffee farm, and on the highest 
part. the school building was erected, 
which was at first known as Epiphany 
Hall. The corner-stone of this build- 
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ing was laid February 22d, 1889. Since 

that time there have been in charge the 

Rev. Mr. Valentine, 1889 to 1896; the 

Rev. Mr. Taylor, 1896—1901; Mr. P. O. 

Gray, 1901—1904. In this last year 
the school came under my care. 

The hall is now known as the Cutting 
College and Diocesan School, or the 
Diocesan Training-school, and it has sent 
out men who fill worthily honorable and 
trustworthy positions in the Republic of 
Liberia. Of the twenty-three Church 
clergymen in Liberia, eighteen are grad- 
uates of this school. The theological de- 
partment is directly under the princi- 
pal, and the course for it is prescribed 
in the canons of the Church. 

As yet we can hardly claim for the 
preparatory and collegiate departments a

first place among the educational institu- 
tions in the republic, but we do feel that 
it ranks first among those which are 
occupying a secondary place, and we 
hope that within a few years it will be 
_second to none. It is not a college; we 
are not able to confine the tutors to spe- 
cial subjects, or to have one set of in- 
structors for the preparatory and an- 
other for the collegiate department, but 
we hope after a while, if encouraged by 
the Board of Missions and by aid from 
the Church in America, to have a suffi- 
cient number of tutors for each depart- 
ment. As conditions exist at present, to 
carry our students through the five forms 
of the preparatory and the four years’ 
college course, we have, beside the prin- 
cipal and superintendent, the Rev. F. A. 
K. Russell, priest, the Rev. T. M. Gar- 
diner, deacon, Mr. T. W. Ellegor, of 
Fourah Bay College, Sierra Leone, Mr. 
R. S. Montgomery, Liberia College, and 
Mr. G. E. B. Ball, as provisional tutor, 


he being also a candidate for Holy Or- 
ders. 

Every pupil in both departments, ex- 
cept those employed as pupil teachers, is 
required to work on the farm or to per- 
form other manual labor, four hours 
each day. It is hoped sometime that we 
may add provision for mechanical train- 
ing. 

Some of our boys are sleeping on the 
floor on mats. It is a requirement of the 
school that they furnish themselves with 
beds and bedding, but the majority of 
the pupils being from heathenism, their 
parents are in no condition to render 
them any pecuniary assistance. We are 
trying to do all we can to help ourselves, 
for we realized from the farm last year 
4,500 pounds of coffee and a quantity 
of breadstuff, but this is only a drop- 
in the bucket when compared with the 
amount required to run the school an- 
nually. 

Morning and Evening Prayer are said 


The Board of Missions appropriates $6,900 a year for the support of the 


teachers, students and all other work at this station. 


It is estimated that $75 «a 


year is sufficient to pay the expenses of one young man in the boarding department. 
Those who wish to share in maintaining and advancing.this school should com- 
municate with the Corresponding Secretary, 281 Fourth Avenue, New York. 
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each day, the Litany Wednesdays and 
Fridays. On Sunday there is Morning 
Prayer, with Litany, at seven, ante-com- 
munion with sermon at eleven, Sunday- 
school at 2 p.M., and Evensong with lect- 
ure at seven. A lecture is given also 
on each Friday evening. On Wednes- 
day evenings a prayer-meeting is held. 
The boys from different tribes and of dif- 
ferent dialects are given an opportunity 
to communicate with their heavenly 
Father, each in the tongue best known 
and understood by himself, the object 
being to teach the boys how to pray, to 
bring them into a cleser touch with their 
Saviour, and to awaken in them a sound 
spiritual life. 

We have on roll and on the station 
ninety-three boarding pupils. Of this 
number only twenty-three are Americo- 
Liberians. The rest are native Liber- 
ians, representing several of the heathen 
tribes around us, the Golah, the Vey, the 
Bassa, the Kroo and the Gedebo. Our 
mission, therefore, really and truly is to 
bring the heathen into His fold, Chris- 
tianize, civilize and educate them, train 
their heads, hands and hearts, mould 
them for the Church and State, make of 
them intelligent, hardworking, Christian 
gentlemen. We must not only pray but 
we must work as well to bring about the 
realization of this good and great end, 
and already from this only “school of 
the prophets” in Liberia, have gone out 
eight of our clergymen, who were of 
heathen parentage.

AT THE TOP OF KUDAN HILL NEAR ALL SAINTS’ CHURCH 


A QUESTION FOR HOME DECISION 
BY THE REVEREND ROGER A. WALKE 


HILE Mr. Tucker was in 
America, I had charge of 
his church in Tokyo, All 
Saints’, Kudan. My inter- 
est in the church and affection for the 
people have not ceased with his return 
and resumption of the work. It seems 
to me that the people at home ought to 
know something about All Saints’, for 
its future lies in great measure with 
them. At the farewell meeting with the 
congregation Mr. Tucker said he hoped 
to come back with some money to re- 
build the church. As a matter of fact, 
his whole time was taken in the endeavor 
to get barely enough money to make the 
absolute repairs upon St. Paul’s College. 
But there must be people who would be 
glad to invest money in a new All 
Saints’. 

The district in which the building is 
situated is called Kudan. It is near the 
foot of a steep hill at the top of which 
is one of the most famous Shinto shrines 
in Tokyo. There for the past week they 
have been worshipping the souls of the 
soldiers killed in the war. Hundreds of 
thousands of persons have, this week, as- 
cended that hill to the magnificent tem- 


ple, which nestles back in a lovely grove 
of cherry trees, great stone lanterns lin- 
ing the approach and a huge tori mark- 
ing the entrance to the sacred precincts. 

Within a stone’s throw of these people 
as they climbed the hill, is an Episcopal 
church, the only one for at least a mile 
in any direction. It is very small, ex- 
ceedingly hideous, dilapidated and alto- 
gether awful. There is a lumber-yard 
on each side and great piles of lumber 
quite hide it from-view except when you 
are just in front, where you get a fine 
view of the crazy little entrance which 
looks as though it were about to stagger 
out into the street to greet you. This 
week, too, if you had stood right in front 
you would have observed that the ancient 
cross on top had had one of its arms 
blown off. The building has reached te 
the point where you constantly discover 
some sign of the ravages of time or 
storm. The old lady—I wish you knew 
about her—who attends to things out 
there, greets you each week with a new 
tale of woe. One week an earthquake 
made two great cracks in the walls. An- 
other time a similar shock so deranged 
the front door that it took two men to 
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open it and three to shut it again. The 
rain came through in torrents and ruined 
the chancel carpet, so the old lady 
said, but I could not see much change 
for the worse in that carpet. Then the 
paper came off from the rafters in great 
sheets, exposing the hollowness of our 
pretence at a ceiling. It generally leaks 
in a different place with each hard rain, 
which naturally weakens the paper ceil- 
ing. . Just over my chair was a weak 
place where the rats elected to have 
athletic games each Sunday evening. 
The only thing to stop them was music. 
Let the Kudan congregation sing one 
chant and the breasts of the rats were 
soothed to silence. 

Come with me and let us peep in. 
While you take off your shoes keep your 
eye on that entrance shed, as it has 
slipped away from the main building 
more than an inch this week and at any 
moment the heavy tiles of its roof may 
drop on your head. Don’t let me forget 
to tell the old lady to get some one to fix 
it to-morrow. Yes, we have benches, 
but some of the congregation wisely sit 
on the floor, preferring a hard seat to a 
broken back. Really, the wall-paper was 
not so bad until that last big rain. The 
font always excites my risibles. Think 
of the incongruity of it. This tiny, ugly, 
dilapidated, aged church and in the mid- 
dle a beautiful white marble font! It 
was lately given to us, so we have it as a 
centre around which to build the new 
church. The chancel furniture is not so 
bad either, except that a former catechist 
drove nails into everything to hang 
Christmas greens on, and, of course, left 
ugly scars. 

Such is the building near which the 
thousands passed utterly unconscious of 
its existence or the message of peace and 
comfort it has for the weary and heavy- 
laden. Decrepit old age and tender youth 
dragged heavily up to that steep hill, to 
clap hopeless hands before unknown and 
unknowing gods, while the House of the 
God Who alone can give rest to the 
weary-hearted, stands hidden and un- 

heeded amid its squalid surroundings. 

All Saints’ has had a checkered career. 


Home Decision 


Its ministers have changed with kaleido- 
scopic rapidity. It has had ups and 
downs of prosperity. Situated in the 
midst of a moving population its mem- 
bership is constantly changing. Students 
come and go, families move away over 
night into some other of the one hundred 
square miles of Tokyo, new people be- 
come interested, and so it goes. When 
we take all things into consideration it is 
remarkable how much good the little 
church has done. 

I think the two greatest things it has 
had to contend with have been the con- 
stant change of workers, and the inade- 
quacy of its buildings. In regard to the 
former difficulty its prospects are now 
very bright. Mr. Tucker will certainly be 
in Tokyo for some years. Every member 
of the congregation is devoted to him,

each war 


with the possible exception of a baby 
whom he inadvertently held around the 
So, now, 
the great thing is a new church, and in 
a new place. Every cent spent now to 
prop up the old building seems to me 
simply a waste of funds. You patch up 
one only to find that the other side needs 
propping by the next week. 

To build a new church will take much 
money. Is it worth it? Have we, out 
here, any right to ask people to give us 
thousands of dollars when there are so 
many ways at home to spend money 
where it will count? I believe the 
money at Kudan will be a good, paying 
investment—in other words, for every 
five talents of the Master’s money in- 
vested in the new All Saints’, there will 
be five others gained for Him against 
His coming. 

Why do I believe that? In the first 
place, with a really nice church and re- 
ception-room, and efficient workers, such 
as will be in charge, there is a great op- 
portunity. Mr. Welbourn has recently 
told us of the importance and present 
opportunity for student work in Tokyo,

so I will not repeat what was there so 
well said. But think of this—in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of All Saints’, 
where we have no other church, there are 
at least 20,000 Japanese students, most 
of them away from home and living in 
boarding-houses. Many, probably most 
of them, are indifferent to religion of 
any kind, but practically none is actively 
opposed to Christianity. In fact, nearly 
every one of them who knows any Eng- 
lish has a New Testament. These men 
are open to conviction. There are in this 
district, also, over 6,000 Chinese stu- 
dents. Could any opportunity be more 
attractive and worth while than this? 
Do these men need us? While in 
charge of All Saints’ I instructed a man 
for confirmation. He was a student in 
one of the highest schools in Tokyo. 
Each year this school’s incoming class 
numbers about 250. There were over 
1,500 who took the entrance examination 
last year, so it is rather difficult to get in. 
Throughout the course my friend hoy- 
ered around the top of his class, some- 
times being first. Immediately after 
graduation he got a good position with 
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the Yokohama Specie Bank, and has 
since been sent abroad by them. I asked 
him one day why he became a Christian. 
He told me this: When he left his coun- 
try home, his mother—an earnest Buddh- 
ist—begged him, with tears in her eyes, 
to try to resist the temptations which, 
in great cities, so beset young men, and 
had meant the ruin of so many. He 
came determined to follow his mother’s 
advice. He observed closely other young 
men in order to pick his friends from 
among those who led the kind of life he

wished to lead. He gradually came to 
realize that the men whose mode of life 
he wished to imitate were Christians. 
And so he, too, came to the Source which 
had supplied to others strength in time 
of need. Is the work worth while, and 
do these men need us? 

It is for you to decide whether we 
let All Saints’ fall down and stay down, 
or whether we build a worthy House, 
where those who are seeking higher 
things may learn and know Him Whom 
they need so much.

EASTER DAY IN A CHINESE 


CITY 


BY SARAH RHETT WILSON 


UST because it is the first Easter I 
have spent in a Chinese city with- 
out a foreign resident, in a Chinese 
house among the Chinese, I write 

this little sketch, hoping that the people 
at home may get a peep at it all. And 
yet I hesitate, because this eastern 
world is so different from our western, 
and what I leave unsaid, what I am con- 
scious of but am unable to express, may 
be just the bit of local color needed for 
you to see and feel it as I did. 

After a beautiful boat trip from 


Soochow of four hours and more, along 
wandering green banks under fascinat- 
ing bridges, with people on the bank and 
in their boats, making pictures for us all 
the way (perhaps a Chinaman sending a 
cormorant out to catch fish, or a woman 
washing her rice in the creek, or a crowd 
of little children, with their queues wav- 
ing in the air, running along to get a 
good look at us)—after just such a trip, 
we arrived at Zangzok Saturday after- 
noon. 

There were four foreigners on the 
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boat, Miss Cowley (a visitor in the east, 
niece of one of our missionaries and 
daughter of a clergyman in Canada), Mr. 
Wilson, our baby and myself. 

When we arrived at Zangzok it indeed 
had a gloomy look, as it was pouring 
rain. Chinese streets are slippery under 
the best conditions, but the rain made 
them more so, and the cold, damp house 
(for Chinese houses of course have no 
fires) could scarcely be said to give us a 
right hearty welcome. But we went to 
work putting our things around, fixing 
our heavy padded quilts (bi-den) so 
universally used in China on the Chinese 
beds, and soon the room looked more 
cosey. 

Miss Cowley and I slept in two 
Chinese beds, with the baby between us 
in her Japanese kory. and Mr. Wilson 
slept comfortably and well, he said, on 
a bench in the Chinese guest-room. The 
walls of the house were very thin, and 
all night the dust sifted down from the 
ceiling, and as every sound can be heard 
in such a house, we could hear the cries 
of the native catechist’s babies—three 
under five years—at different hours, and 
my baby, catching the spirit, added her 
note occasionally. So much for our 
night! 

But on Easter Day the sunshine came, 
and, better even than that, were the 
number of people that arrived, possibly 
one hundred men, from the city and 
from country places near, not the throng 
that comes from mere curiosity, but en- 
quirers and members of the Church. Some 
came in boats, some walked, some rode 
in wheelbarrows for a large part of the

way, some came from places near at 
hand, some came from as great a dis- 
tance as twenty miles. One party of 
three men who wished to be baptized 
were delayed half of the day by the ris- 
ing of the tide, and did not get to 
Zangzok until Easter Monday, just be- 
fore we were to start back to Soochow. 
There was something fine about such a 
gathering of men, even if perhaps many 
may not have come from the wholly un- 
selfish motives we strive and long for. 
But that they should come at all, in 
such numbers, in this heathen country, 
to worship, or to learn how to worship 
the only true God on Easter Day, was 
inspiring. 

How I wish I could make you see the 
church, so different from our churches 
at home banked with beautiful flowers! 
It was simply a very ordinary room, in 
a very ordinary Chinese house. On the 
altar was a brass cross; on either side 
burned two candles. Two pots of 
Chinese orchids on either side of the 
altar were. the only floral decorations, 
but the mottoes on the wall, done by the 
Chinese themselves, spoke the Easter mes- 
sage. One, done in gilt characters on 
white cloth, was the loved and familiar 
one, “The Lord is risen indeed,” for the 
Faster spirit was here too. Other 
decorations were equally Chinese, knots 
of green and red hanging like drapery 
from the ceiling. The most imposing 
thing in the church (we would scarcely 
use that adjective to describe a fifty-dol- 
lar organ in America) was a very nice 
organ bought with money sent as a 
special to Mr. Wilson by the children of

Wilson had to be called in from Zangzok to take Mr. Nichols’s place at Soochow. As 
Bishop Graves has frequently pointed out, a mission w.thout a reserve force is at a 


great disadvantage whenever an emergency arises.

Philadelphia. What pleasure that organ 
gave! Miss Cowley played for an hour 
without ceasing to entertain the people, 
who had arrived long before service. 

At ten o’clock came the main service. 
The church was full of men and a few 
women; there is no worker among the 
women as yet in Zangzok. Six men and 
two boys were baptized at this service. 
After the service all the men present 
lunched together at the school-house, 
while the eight women lunched together 
in the Chinese guest-room. How kind 
and polite these women were to us, with 
the courtesy the Chinese have to-perfec- 
tion, and which seems to place their 
guest in such an exalted place. Miss 
Cowley could, of course, speak no 
Chinese, but my few little set speeches 
seemed to fill in niches, and the lunch- 
eon passed off most pleasantly. How it 
~would have amused the people at home, 
if they could have seen us all, at first, 
sitting around the table and looking as 
if the last thing in the world we were 
interested in was food. There was much 
~ talking, but no one touched her chop- 
sticks, or showed the slightest intention 
of ever eating until one of us broke the 
magic spell by lifting up her chop-sticks, 
and then the meal proceeded. 

At four o’clock another service was 
held, and twenty men were entered as 
ecatechumens, that is, men preparing for 
baptism. This service being over, we 
took a walk to Zangzok mountain, fol- 
lowed by good-natured crowds, children 
all the time racing with each other to 
get the first look. Miss Cowley re- 
marked: “I have seen a circus proces- 
sion before, but this is the first time I 
have been in one!” 

The view from Zangzok mountain this 
spring day was restful and satisfying. 
Lakes stretched before us with moun- 
tains in the distance, expanses of fresh 
green fields, and many patches of bril- 
liant yellow flowers! When we returned 
to the house again more Chinese guests 
came, and at last, after a happy day, our 
welcome beds. 


Sunday-school, 
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Before taking leave of these Zangzok 
people let me introduce some of the men 
to you. The accompanying picture is 
from a photograph taken at one of the 
tea-gardens at the foot of Zangzok moun- 
tain. The man at the right end in the 
back is Mr. Koeh, the catechist in charge 
at Zangzok. He is studying for the 
diaconate. His face seems young; you 
would not think that he is thirty-seven 
years old, the father of five boys and a 
girl. Most of the men have been bap- 
tized, the rest are catechumens and en- 
quirers.. 

The old man with a white mustache 
sitting down in the front row is a school 
teacher, now retired. He came twelve 
miles on a passenger rowboat to be 
present at the Easter service. 

The men come from different com- 
munities about Zangzok district, which 
is thickly dotted with busy towns. They 
are of the middle class, a few of them 
are farmers. As a rule, the farmers can- 
not read, but all of these men are able 
to use our Chinese prayer book. We 
have been trying to have the men bring 
their families into the Church with 
them. But for one thing the women do 
not like to appear in the publicity of a 
preaching hall, and again they are more 
faithful Buddhists and Taoists than the 
men are apt to be. 

Our buildings at Zangzok for church 
use are only rented and are quite inade- 
quate. We wish to buy a lot and put up 
buildings to give quarters to two cate- 
chists’ families, a school and a chapel. 
Two thousand dollars will do this. Bish- 
op Graves thinks we ought to have it. 
Do you? 

Perhaps it is not fair to end this 
without mentioning our little uncon- 
scious missionary, eight months old. 
The baby, dressed in her best. bib and 
tucker, beamed all day long on every 
Chinese face that noticed her. And as 
the Chinese as a people seem to me baby 
lovers, and as baby language is at pres- 
ent the only universal one, who can tell 
what Easter message she carried to their 
hearts! 
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COMMENCEMENT WEEK AT ST. PAUL’S 
SCHOOL, LAWRENCEVILLE, VA. 


ROM May 17th to 24th was com- 
mencement week at St. Paul’s, 
Lawrenceville. On Sunday the 
closing service was held in the 

new chapel, the Rey. F. I. A. Bennett, 
of Washington, D. C., preaching the bac- 
calaureate sermon. The closing exer- 
cises of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation were held the same evening. 

On Monday night the spacious hall, 
formed by throwing together the gym- 
nasium and assembly room of Maurice 
Hall, was filled to overflowing, when the 
finals of the joint literary societies took 
place. The songs of the Jubilee Club, 
under the direction of Professor Ryder, 
once leader of the Fiske Institute sing- 
ers, were rendered with great pathos and 
effect. Addresses were made by Mr. 
Bennett, Mr. Glenn, of Lynchburg, and 
the Rey. R. N. Boyd, rector of St. 
_Philip’s, Brooklyn. 

On Tuesday the exercises of the pri- 
mary department took place, among them 
a motion drill by twenty-four of the lit- 
tle girls. The singing of the children 
was wonderfully good. On Tuesday 
night the industrial and trade depart- 
ments made their exhibit. There were 
complete drawings and plans of build- 
ings, sets of harness, fine hand-made 
shoes, fancy fire-irons, electrical devices, 
specimens of soil, minerals and plants, 
cabinet and joinery work, bricks—both 
pressed and plain—samples of piping, 
flues, cookery, fine white goods work and 
art needlework. All these represented 
the various trades in the school, and this 
exhibit was the centre of interest to all 
visitors. The trade department is one 
of the strong points at St. Paul’s, and 
the students showed in their various 
papers good technical knowledge and 
mental grasp of the subjects treated. 

The graduating exercises were held 
in Maurice Hall, when Bishop Randolph 
awarded the diplomas to twenty-nine 


graduates, sixteen from the normal and 
thirteen of the trade department. An 
unusual number of the white people of 
the community were present at these ex- 
ercises, besides numbers of former gradu- 
ates and students. The pastors of the 
various churches in Lawrenceville, mer- 
chants, bankers and other citizens of the 
place attended, while with Bishop Ran- 
dolph were the Rev. Drs. Bryan and 
Tucker, and the Rev. Messrs. Scott 
Wood and H. L. Derby, of the Board of 
Trustees. Addresses were made by 
Bishop Randolph, the Rev. Dr. Bryan, 
principal of the Bishop Payne Divinity- 
school, Petersburg, and Mr. Kenibbs, of 
Boston. The musicale which followed on 
the same night was the closing feature 
of the week, which had been so full of 
interest to the friends of St. Paul’s. 
After the music had been enjoyed, ad- 
dresses were made by the Rey. S. H. 
Bishop, of New York, secretary of the 
American Church Institute for Negroes, 
Mr. R. R. Taylor, superintendent of In- 
dustries in Tuskegee Institute, and the 
Rey. H. J. Jones, pastor of the white 
Baptist Church in Lawrenceville, and 
by the Rev. R. N. Boyd, of Brooklyn, 
and Mr. R. A. Macklin, of Brunswick 
County. A large attendance of the white 
friends of the school on this occasion 
again testified to the high place which 
St. Paul’s has won for itself under Arch- 
deacon Russell’s wise and faithful man- 
agement. 

In the course of the week the Board 
of Trustees held a meeting, and adopted 
many recommendations for the better- 
ment of the work, among others that ad- 
ditional teachers for the normal and 
academic departments should be engaged, 
and that to the various industries al- 
ready undertaken should be added those 
of canning, wood-working and mattress 
and broom-making. The trustees men- 
tioned the farmers’ conference held at 
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the school as a beneficial force, and 
stated that the Negroes of Brunswick 
County owned more real estate per 
capita than the Negroes of any other 
county of similar size and population in 
Virginia. This is largely the result of 
the school’s influence and training. 


A Week on the Road in Southern Florida 


Twenty-three thousand dollars have 
been given by friends of the school dur- 
ing the year, and $10,000 has been prom- 
ised by Mr. Carnegie, to become avail- 
able when the floating debt is paid, and 
an additional $10,000 shall have been 
given for maintenance. 


A HOMESTEAD IN SOUTHERN FLORIDA 


A WEEK ON THE ROAD IN SOUTHERN 
FLORIDA

ET me ask the readers of Tue 
Spirit or Missions to join Bish- 
op Gray and me on a_ week’s 
visit to my stations. On Mon- 

day we started at Dania, a settlement of 
Danish Lutherans and some Episcopal- 
ians. It is a new town and the Luther- 
ans are favorable to the Church. One of 
them has given two valuable lots for the 
church which is to be built this summer; 
all have contributed to the building fund 
and will sustain our worship. The bish- 
op needs some help from outside to com- 


plete this, the only church the place will 


have. For those who pray for Christian 
unity here is an opportunity to further 
it. A good congregation heard the bish- 
op and he confirmed three adults. 
Tuesday we were at Little River, 
where we have a neat edifice recently 
completed to replace one destroyed in a 
hurricane. This congregation is scat- 
tered over a territory of eight miles. 
They are people of refinement and cult- 
ure, many from the North, with mod- 
erate incomes as yet but great hopes of 
growing up with the country and see- 
ing better days. Up on Wednesday at 5 
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A.M. and off to Cocoanut Grove, a dis- 
tance of twelve miles, but owing to de- 
lay it was noon when the stage landed us 


at “the camp,” a group of tourist cot- 


tages. A famous boys’ school is located 
near by where the bishop and the mis- 
sionary are often hospitably cared for. 
At two we had a well-attended service, 
and at night the bishop held services in 
the church for colored people. A class of 
five was presented by the colored priest 
who also asked permission to build a 
larger church. Among my most zealous 
workers here is Miss Scott, who was for 
thirty-four years a Church missionary in 
Africa. A faithful colored woman called 
“the Princess” lives with her, and has 
great influence over the colored people. 
Miss Scott took her when a child, and 
has educated and trained her. She is 
said to be of royal birth. The white peo- 
ple worship in a tent or cottage, having 
no building for that purpose. 

Thursday we pushed on to Cutler, fif- 
teen miles by rail and five by team. 
Here after service the bishop called up- 
on the sick and infirm. 

Friday a railroad journey of twenty 
miles brought us to Homestead, the pres- 
ent terminus of the road being built to 
Key West. A young German farmer 

met us at the station to take us to his 


home for entertainment. Bright and in- 
telligent, a graduate of a university in 
the old country, he is here with his wife 
and child laying the foundation of fu- 
ture prosperity. He is a Lutheran, but, 
like some of his neighbors of the same 
faith, finds among our people a congen- 
ial spiritual home. It was eight miles 
out on the roughest road I ever rode on, 
the horse walking every step of the way. 
Bishop Gray found that he would have 
to leave me and return by the train we 
came in on, if he was to keep his ap- 
pointment two hundred miles away to 
consecrate a church on Sunday, so he 
turned back and might well have been 
“twice glad.” For he missed the long 
hard ride and was “going home” after an 
absence of six weeks of “ups and downs,” 
the care of all the churches and, not least, 
stimulating his priests in the midst of 
discouragements and labors. 

The visit to Homestead was very in- 
spiring. Two German families enter- 
tained me, both Lutherans and anxious 
for our services. As they say in this 
country, “one slept me and the other ate 
me” and they did it well. At night a 
drive of three miles over more rough 
road brought me to the school-house, 
where thirty people were waiting for the 
services. On Sunday sixty or more at-

tend. One couple had walked seven miles 
for the service. The wife was too deat 


to hear a word, but they had learned’ 


to go to church at Gethsemane in Minne- 
apolis. 

It is interesting from time to time to 
meet so many who have come from the 
harder missionary fields of the west 
land, showing evidence of the good work 
done by some one in training and in- 
struction in the Church’s ways. Two peo- 
ple told of Jubilee College in Illinois and 
Bishop Chase as a reason for the faith 
within them. 

Saturday morning I started back for 
home, eight miles over the rough road, 
and thirty-five by rail, arriving tired, but 
ready for Sunday’s duties. 

Next to spiritual development and the 
overcoming of the habit of indifference 
to public worship is the need of a small 
house for a home, placed centrally 
among these missions. For home ac- 
commodations are not available and liy- 
ing is expensive. The house will also 
afford a meeting place for week-day ser- 
vices for the many unable to go five or 
six miles to the church. Five hundred 
dollars will build it and already the peo- 
ple have given one-half, a

HINGS in Nevada go well. Elko is 
doing splendidly. A beautiful 
church here in Tonopah to be opened 
Sunday (June 3d). Do you realize 
that Nevada has to-day as large a popu- 
lation as it had in Bishop Whitaker’s 
time? Mines are more likely to be per- 
manent too. We had a grand example of 
Christian union in Manhattan, Nev., 
May 30th. On my arrival I found they 
had forgotten it was Decoration Day on 
the morrow, so I looked up the Presby- 
terian parson—a fine fellow and the only 
clergyman in a town of 3,000—mostly 
fine young men—and together we worked 
up a celebration. Grandest meeting yet 
held in the town. They even shut up the 
stores between two and four.

On this my first Christmas morning 
here we went to the early celebration of 


is in the midst of July weather, and it the Holy Communion in our own Church 
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of St. Mary and St. John. The church was 
beautiful with palms and orchids, and a 
profusion of little white flowers, so that 
again one was reminded of Easter in- 
stead of Christmas. In the evening we 
went to the Chinese mission. There, 
after a simple service, each of the little 
boys of the night-school was presented 
with an American Prayer Book and 
Hymnal, and a Christmas card. Then, 
in an adjoining room, tea and cakes were 
served to everybody. Nothing could 
have been sweeter than to see those dear 
little Chinese boys, so clean and well- 
behaved, and all so interested in find- 
ing the places in the Prayer Book, and 
singing “Oh, Little Town of Bethle- 
hem,” and other Christmas hymns, from 
their American hymnals. For they are 
the boys who go to Mr. Studley’s night- 
school, and are learning English as well 
as good Christian doctrine. 

Here at the Settlement House we had 
long talked to the Filipino children 
about Christmas, and they had learned 
“While Shepherds Watched Their 
Flocks by Night,” to be sung on Tues- 
day night after Christmas, when we 
were to have a tree for them, and 
they were to receive presents. Accord- 
ingly, a beautiful tree had been sent 
down from the mountains of Benguet, 
and through the generosity of friends in 
Colorado Springs and in Manila, pres- 
ents had been provided for about 150

children. At six o’clock on Tuesday the 
tree, having been placed in the large en- 
trance hall of the Settlement House, 
was lighted, and when the doors were 
thrown open, its glory burst upon the 
delighted gaze of about 300 visitors, in- 
eluding men, women and_ children. 
What interested the children quite as 
much as the glory of the tree was the 
little créche, or belén as they call it, at 
the foot. With the aid of our friends 
we managed to keep the crowd in or- 
der until the children had sung the 
hymn and recited some Christmas verses. 
Then came the crucial moment, when the 
presents were distributed, each child re- 
ceiving with the present an apple, a 
cake, and a little mosquito-net stocking 
filled with candy. Long after the crowd 
had dispersed some of the children still 
lingered around the créche, recognizing 
that this was the illustration of the 
hymn they had sung. This ended our 
first Christmas in the Philippines, and 
we all felt, after the Christmas tree was 
suceessfully over, that we were glad to 
have a whole year in which to rest be- 
fore another! 

Yesterday, while I was working in the 
dispensary, a little girl appeared at the 
window, with her baby sister in her arms, 
and the little one was arrayed in a pair 
of the mosquito-net stockings, showing 
that they had been put to practical use 
after serving their first purpose! 


And now, having drifted so far away as to Christmas and the Pacific Islands, 
we might take a look as well at another Christmas, on our own continent, but in 
the remote distance south of the Equator, in the state of Rio Grande do Sul, 
where also the Christmas festival is kept in the midst of summer's heat. 


A BRAZIL CHRISTMAS 


S Christmas Day drew toward 
its close the pupils of Trinity 
Sunday-school, Porto Alegre, 
and of its mission in Caminho 

Novo (the New Way), met at the rec- 
tor’s house, and from there marched two 
and two to the church. The girls’ white 


dresses, adorned with bright ribbons, and 
the banners of brilliant hues, combined 
to give the procession, as it wound 
through Duque de Caxias, Binto Mar- 
tino and Andradas streets, the joyous air 
so essential to the well-being of a chil- 
dren’s festival. At the same time the

motto of the rear banner, “In the begin- 
ning God,” showed that this happy com- 
pany were keeping a solemn feast day. 

At half-past seven the procession en- 
tered the church, and immediately the 
light from two large electric are lamps 
illuminated nave and chancel, while the 
organ sounded the first notes of the pro- 
cessional, and the children’s voices burst 
forth with enthusiasm — “Avante! 
avante! oh crentes!” “Stand up, stand 
up for Jesus.” As they reached the 
chaneel the ranks divided, and turning 
right and left the children marched 
down the side aisles and meeting again 
at the west end and returning up the 
middle aisle, took their places in a 
double line before the chancel. This they 
did, even the little ones of five years, 
with wonderful grace and precision. 

With their rector the school repeated 
the creed and the Lord’s Prayer, and he 
read the special collects for the day, 
after which the children returned to 
their seats, singing the Christmas hymn, 
“His os axjos a cantar,’ “Hark, the 
herald angels sing.” 

A committee of young men, mean- 
while, had received and placed the con- 
gregation which filled the church, and 
when the school had taken their places 
the lesson, St. Luke ii. 1-20, was read 
antiphonally by the rector and children 
and was followed by an examination 
upon the Church catechism, in which 
the answers were given most satisfac- 
torily. The Magnificat and the Gloria 
in Excelsis were sung, after which the 
rector made an address. 

At its close followed the hymn “Nasce 
Jesus,’ and then a committee of the 
older men of the congregation gave re- 
wards to those who had been most regu- 
lar in their attendance and diligent in 
their studies. Thus the children were 
encouraged to feel that the older people 
of the Church cared for their welfare 
and wished them all the blessings of the 
Christmas time. Boxes of candies were 
also distributed throughout the school, 
and with a closing hymn, the Cantico de 
Gloria, a prayer and the benediction the 
Christmas service ended.

EVER before in the history of 
this country has the Church in 
any diocese suffered so over- 
whelming a loss as that which 

has befallen the Church in California, 
by earthquake and. fire. The effort of 
Church people throughout the country 
to meet the immediate needs of their fel- 
low Churchmen on the Pacific Coast has 
been speedy and generous. The Board 
of Missions reports with pleasure that 
it has been asked to forward to Califor- 
nia over $80,000. Probably fully 
$20,000 more have been sent direct. 
These gifts will meet all reasonable 
present emergencies, including the losses 
in the Missionary District of Sacra- 
mento. 

The duty of Church reconstruction 
must now be faced. San Francisco is 
the religious as well as the commercial 
centre of the Pacific Coast. As the city 
must be and will be rebuilt in order that 
world-wide commercial interests may be 
safeguarded from permanent loss, so the 
Church in California must be re-estab- 
lished in order that the notable gains 
of the past half century may be conserved 
and new spiritual victories won. As 
the rebuilding of commercial San Fran- 
cisco is an enterprise in which the whole 
country is interested, so the rebuilding 
of the Church in California is an under- 
taking in which the Church throughout 
the country is concerned. For the wel- 
fare of the Church on the Atlantic Coast, 
no less than for the welfare of the Church 
on the Pacific Coast, it would be unwise 
and uneconomical to allow the Church

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in California to struggle through 
a long period of years in its endeavor 
to re-establish itself. A well-equipped 
Church in California will further more 
rapidly than any other agency possibly 
ean the Church’s domestic missions 
throughout the West. The development 
of the Church’s work on behalf of the 
nation demands, therefore, that the 
Church in California should be re- 
equipped speedily and worthily. 

In view of these facts, the Board of 
Missions, as the agent of the Church, 
has asked the Bishop of California to 
inform it of the amount needed in order 
that the Board might do everything in 
its power to secure the necessary aid. 
The total net loss, after deducting prob- 
able available insurance, is $523,800. 
Some of the larger items in this total 
are as follows:

building has greatly increased in the last 
few years. Churches and parish houses 
now in ruins must be replaced. Hospi- 
tals, orphanages and other institutions 
must be enabled to continue their mer- 
eiful ministries.

to tell the Church throughout the coun- 
try of the present need of the Church 
in California. 

They will act as the Board’s agents; 
We 
ask for them the cordial hearing and 
response which the generous-hearted 
people of the Church know so well how 
to give. 

The Board recognizes that it is ask- 
ing the Church to do a large thing. 
But it is something that the Church can 
do, and will be the stronger for doing. 
This is a time when the resources of 
the Church throughout the country 
should be rallied to the support of the 
Church in California—a time when the 
fact of a common life and a common 
purpose may be given expression as 
never before. 

Following the familiar method used 
in the administration of the funds in- 
trusted to the Board for general mission- 
ary purposes, the money given for re- 
building will be administered by the 
joint action of the Bishop of California 
and the Board of Missions. |

A NURSE FOR 
ALASKA 


AST October, at a meeting of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary in 
Newark, N. J., a call was_ 
made for nurses to volunteer 

for Alaskay At this meeting was 
Mrs. Bance, a member of St. John’s, 
Jersey City. The following day her 
daughter, Miss Emily Harrison Bance, 
wrote the president of the Newark 
Auxiliary offering her services should she 
prove qualified. She had had _ the 
Church’s mission work in mind always 
and had been specially interested in 
Alaska, but not until her mother 
brought the matter to her attention did 
she realize the need for nurses in that 
particular field. Born and brought up in 
Jersey City, where she is an active mem- 
ber of St. John’s parish, Miss Bance re- 
ceived her education in the city schools. 
In 1899 she entered Christ Hospital 
Training-school, and in 1902 was grad- 
uated as a trained nurse. She has had 
a varied experience since her entrance 
upon her profession, and a physician who 
has had a close acquaintance with her in 
her professional capacity speaks of her 
as one of the best equipped nurses he has 
ever employed. Miss Bance is to be sta- 
tioned at Valdez, Alaska, and expects to 
reach her post about August 1st.

OR the Anvik mission staff the 
year 1905 was a time of con- 
siderable depression, and almost 
of despondency, and I have not 

felt like writing much. At times it has 
seemed to me, as well as to my assist- 
ants, as though the influence of the mis- 
sion were dangerously near an end, and 
only the consciousness that we were set 
to defend a good cause and to uphold the 
truth has sustained us. Late develop- 
ments, however, have given us all fresh 
courage, and brought a strong sense of 
assurance that the work is in God’s hand 
and that He has secretly been leading 
the hearts of His people toward the light. 
I think it best that the Church should 
have a full account of our difficulties, 
and of the reasons for our present en- 
couragement, and that what has trans- 
pired should be put upon record also, 
for the guidance of those who may in 
future be responsible for the conduct of 
this mission; and so, at the risk of ask- 


ing for what may be considered an un-

due share of attention, I shall write in 
detail about the present situation here. 


A Strong Roman Mission 

I have written from time to time of 
the opposition that we have encountered 
from the native shamans and their ad- 
herents, as well as from the Roman 
Catholic missionaries. The latter deny 
the validity of our orders, and assert to 
me that we have no authority to per- 
form priestly acts. In dealing with the 
heathen they can only, consistently, take 
the same position, and I hear from time 
to time that they seek to undermine our 
influence by teaching the people that we 
have no right to baptize, marry, ete. 
They have a very strong school and mis- 
sion establishment at Koserefsky, or 
Holy Oross, as it is sometimes called, 
forty miles below Anvik, on the Yukon 
River. The scholars number about 
eighty, mostly drawn from a distance 
and not from this neighborhood, that is, 
from the Kuskokwim, Nulato and the

Yukon delta, and not from the people to 
whom J minister, with some few excep- 
tions. Some of the boys and girls at 
Anvik have been to their school, and 
when they return they exercise an influ- 
ence upon those whom they are able -to 
reach. Occasionally one is to be found 
upon the Chageluk, but they are not 
many. 

The missionary force at Holy Cross 
consists of about ten workers, priests 
and brothers of the Jesuit order, and 
nuns who render them efficient sup- 
port. Their mission is finely equipped, 
and produces a favorable impression 
upon visitors. They have a farm, large 
gardens, horses, cattle, poultry, ete., and 
the mission has probably reached the 
stage of self-support. Their priests ad- 
minister the Holy Communion to the 
half dozen members of their communion 
who live at Anvik, and visit the natives 
throughout this neighborhood, including 
the Chageluk people. Neither they nor I 
speak the native language with any ap- 
proach to perfection, but I believe that 
on account of my longer residence here 
than any of the priests whom they de- 
tail for this work, I have somewhat the 
advantage in this respect. They have 
also, I believe, no interpreter who equals 
Isaac Fisher in efficiency, and they have 
made many attempts to convince him 
that he is in error and secure his al- 
legiance. They have been the more 
hopeful of doing this since his wife is a 
Roman Catholic.

In contrast with this powerful mis- 
sion, our own force is small, and our 
work appears weak. Our school is small 
—at present nine boarding pupils. One 
faithful teacher, Sister Bertha, a matron 
who is exceptionally well qualified for 
the work, an expert interpreter, and my- 
self, constitute the mission force for 
which the Board of Missions has as- 
sumed the responsibility. For other paid 
assistance I have to become responsible, 
as the head of the mission. Fortunately, 
for three years past, I have been able to 
secure the valuable services of a neigh- 
bor, Mr. W. OC. Chase, who superintended 
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the building of the new school-house for 
the girls in 1902, and has since had 
charge of the sawmill, gardens, etc., and 
has installed our heating-plants, con- 
structing most of them himself, and has 
done most of the mechanical work about 
the place. We are well equipped with 
buildings, and by gardening, fishing, 
etc., we are able to provide a considerable 
part of the support of the scholars, and 
we have also established a herd by the 
purchase of two cattle, and shall increase 
it by the importation of another cow 
next summer. We have found that the 
milk from the one we already have has 
more than paid the expense of her pur- 
chase and transportation, during the five 
months that we have had her, and we 
are still receiving from her seven quarts 
a day, with the prospect that the yield 
will continue for several months longer. 
We have a good stable, and find that it is 
easy, and not expensive, to get hay; I 
do not doubt that we shall be able to 
produce on our own premises, and by 
fishing, all the food that would be essen- 
tial to maintain the lives of the children 
who may be entrusted to us, and to teach 
them a better means of maintaining 
themselves than they already know. 


Things that Try the Soul 


Our discouragements and disappoint- 
ments during the past two or three years 
have been many. Twice diphtheria has 
made its appearance in the school, and 
has greatly checked the progress of the 
mission, obliging us to refuse scholars _ 
whom we might have had, and upsetting 
our plans, as well as laying an almost 
unbearable amount of work upon Mrs. 
Evans and Mrs. Chapman. Recently we 
heard that some one up the river has 
spread a report that we did not desire 
to have scholars from that region. This 
is contrary to the truth, and might have 
been contradicted by our repeated efforts 
to get children from Tanana and Fort 
Yukon. It appears, especially, to have 
been said that we did not care to have 
orphan children in the school, when, as a 
matter of fact, most of the children that 
we have had in the past three years have 
been orphans. JI cannot account for 
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these reports, except that they are the 
work of an enemy. Beyond this, when 
we attempted to get children from the 
Chageluk, we had no success, and found 
the people full of excuses, so that we did 
not know what influence was _ being 
brought to bear upon them. Finally, 
two of our pupils in whom we had put 
ereat confidence, deceived us, and other

fidence. It proved that they found less 
than they expected, and this afforded us 
our first ray of encouragement. After- 
ward, one of the pupils who remained 
faithful showed unexpected strength of 
character; our waning congregations be- 
gan to increase, and on Christmas Day 
there was a general gathering, and the 
first offering was made in which the

things came to light which made us won- 
der whom we could trust. 


Light Ahead 


These disappointments, we were aware, 
were partly the outcome of the native 
character itself, with its want of moral 
restraint and training. We believed that 
in their own homes, before the children 
came under our care, they had learned 
from their parents to be deceitful, and 
that they had heard slurs cast upon us 
on aecount of our efforts to break up 
the influence of the shamans, and that 
they expected to find sympathy in the 
village when they violated our con- 


native element in the congregation par- 
ticipated generally, and with apparent 
cheerfulness. 

The object proposed was the forward- 
ing of whatever work Bishop Rowe may 
find it possible to do among the natives 
of the Koyukuk. I reminded the people 
here of the benefits they had enjoyed for 
so many years, and suggested that it 
would be a proper expression of grati- 
tude to join in extending the same bene- 
fits to others of their own people who 
had not yet learned to appreciate them. 
The offering from the native part of the 
congregation was mostly in kind, con- 
sisting of skins and articles of native 
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manufacture for which we can find a 
sale, with a few dollars in cash, and 
amounted in all to about twenty dollars. 
The offering from the rest of the congre- 
gation amounted to fifty-five dollars, so 
that the total of the Christmas offering 
was about seventy-five dollars. 


Shamans 


At the Holy Communion that morn- 
ing, one of the shamans came forward 
and received. I considered this of spe- 
cial significance, because I had noticed 
two shamans in the congregation, and, 
having some expectation that this one 
would present himself, had said in the 
sermon that if anyone doubted whether 
he was prepared to renounce those prac- 
tices, he should not come forward; but 
that if he did come forward, it would 
be taken as an indication that he had 
entirely forsaken them. This man pro- 
fessed to me last summer, that he was 
not satisfied with himself, and I felt 
that he had since been exposed to a 
great deal of solicitation from his neigh- 
bors, and thought that I saw signs of a 
determination on their part that he 
should not give up the old way. I there- 
fore determined to unmask the real in- 
tentions and feelings of the people with 
regard to the institution of shamanism, 
and to see whether their repeated pro- 
fessions to me in private to the effect 
that it had lost its power among them 
were entirely sincere. Therefore when 
I saw the people being evidently led to 
the services by the example and influence 
of the shamans, as I felt that they had 
for a long time been kept back from at- 
tendance by the same influence, the more 
they came, the more pointedly and fully 
I exposed the true workings of the insti- 
tution and its effect upon their charac- 
ters, until finally, upon Christmas Day, 
I prophesied that it would perish, as so 
many institutions founded upon a lie 
had done, and that when it had gone, 
they would all learn to be glad, and, not 
least of all, the shamans would be glad 
that they could at last get a living hon- 
estly, and without having to deceive the 
people. After this sermon, I was not 
displeased that not all came forward to 
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receive, which I must have considered 
an indication of hypocrisy. It pleased 
me, however, that during the rest of the 
day the people were with us, and showed 
no sullenness, but rather a friendly dis- 


position. Their manner of making their 
offering was particularly interesting, 


since they had the skins, beaded slippers, 
bags, little sleds, etc., concealed, and I 
had no suspicion of how general the of- 
fering was to be. 

The Comfort of a Divine Promise 

My thoughts on the day before Christ- 
mas had dwelt particularly upon the 
propheey in Isa. lx. 5: 

“Then thou shalt see and be 
lightened, and thy heart shall 
tremble and be enlarged; be- 
cause the abundance of the sea 
shall be turned unto thee, the 
wealth of the nations shall come 
unto thee.” 

I had also taken comfort from other 
prophecies in that chapter. I did not 
dream how soon they were to be ful- 
filled here.

A CONFIRMATION VISIT IN MEXICO 
BY BISHOP AVES 


OME with me on a confirmation 
visit to Santa Maria. The act- 
ual journey is a long and hard 
one, but the columns of Tue 

Sprit or Murssions make travelling 
speedy and easy. 

We were up long before daylight, for 
the service was appointed for one o’clock. 
Instead of going by saddle as I had de- 
sired, the missionary, thinking it would 
be more comfortable, arranged to take 
me the longest part of the journey by 
coach. But it was a huge, springless 
vehicle drawn by six mules. We were 
provided with two drivers, one who held 
the reins and yelled, and one who ran 
alongside to ply the whip. The way was 
rough and in places almost impassable. 
When we got as far up the mountain 
side as possible with the “coach” we were 
met by a company of men with horses 
for our use. After climbing some dis- 
tance we met a part of the congregation, 
a dozen or more men, who had come to 
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meet us. These lined up by the «ide of 
the trail and each greeted me with a kiss 
upon the hand, calling me by way of en- 
dearment, “mi obispito” (my little bish- 
op), and “mz padricito” (my little 
father). These people are pure Indians 
and speak little Spanish. “After climb- 
ing another mile or so we were met by a 
company of women and children who 
saluted us in like manner. 

In the meantime there was a rapid 
and continuous report like that of guns 
sounding from the heights above us, and 
I was told by the missionary that the 
people are celebrating our arrival by set- 
ting off sky-rockets which they have 
made out of the joints of bamboo. 

I wish that I might picture the quaint 
hamlet of Santa Maria with its red-tiled 
roofs, nestled among the rocks and ver- 
dure of the mountain side. As we came 
upon the quaint little church with its 
waiting congregation outside, its outer 
gallery festooned with flowers, and over

all the inscription, Iglesia Catolica Mex- 
icana—how I wished for a camera! 

Down below us in the valley there is 
the Roman Catholic church with its 
splendid dome and tower and_ sweet- 
sounding bells. I ask the missionary 
why these people have left that Church 
to accept his ministrations. He tells 
me: “Because of unmerciful abuses. 
Besides demanding of them one-tenth of 
all they produce, which is barely enough 
to support life, they must also pay fixed 
sums for baptisms, marriages and 
burials, and from four to five dollars be- 
fore making their confessions prepara- 
tory to the mass. This is not the best 
motive which brings them to us, but by 
teaching them the spirit and truth of 
the Christian religion we try to give 
them a better one.” Nor is this the full 
measure of the burden laid upon these 
people, for by the superstitious fear with 
which they are inculcated they are the 
victims of the most iniquitous trust ever 
conceived by the mind of man—masses 
for the dead—whereby for a given sum 
of money a soul may be released from 
the pains of purgatory. Surely, the 
Church needs no better justifying reason 
for carrying the light and life of Christ 
to these people. 

I have never seen more devout wor- 
shippers than the congregation which 
crowded the little church of Santa 
Maria. JT ifteen adults were confirmed. 
Two of these were young mothers with 
their babies slung at their backs, and one 
was a cripple who crept on his hands to 
the chancel rail. I wish you might have 
seen the rapt attention given to my ad- 
dress and to the sermon by the rector of 
San Pedro, Mexico City, on the duty of 
presenting our bodies a living sacrifice 
unto God; but, above all, I wish you 
might have heard that sermon, both for 
its intrinsic worth and as an illustration 
of the earnest eloquence with which the 
pure and simple Gospel is preached by 
our native clergy. Until the end of the 
long service, including the Communion 
Office (about forty partook), no one left 
the church and many stood or knelt 
throughout the two and a half hours,

THE SITUATION IN CHINA 


A LETTER TO A FRIEND FROM A LEADER 
AL THE FRONTS 


BY THE-RIGHD REVEREND LOGAN’ RH. ROOTS-D-D; 
BISHOP OF HANKOW 


THINK you can acquit me of indif- 
ference, in spite of my tardy re- 
sponse to your good and welcome 
letters. The fact of the case is sim- 

ply this, that I am trying to do a mod- 
ern man’s work by methods which were 
out of date more than a decade ago. 
Having to write all my letters with my 
own hand, it is simply impossible for 
me to keep up with my correspondence. 
I hope sometime to remedy matters, but 
see no immediate relief ahead. 

Your letter, dated February 17th, was 
written at the very time we had re- 
ceived cable messages from the Board 
urging caution, and when two individual 
members of the Mission had received 


cablegrams from friends or relatives in- 


dicating much alarm on our behalf. We 
could not understand the reason for the 


* This letter from Bishop Roots was written in reply 
to an inquiry from a friend for some particulars with 
regard to the political situation in China, and the 
outlook as it bears upon Christian missions, 
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unusual alarm, and the reason has not 
yet become clear. The Nanchang mas- 
sacre occurred on the very day when, ac- 
cording to some rumors we heard, the 
foreigners were to be attacked and de- 
stroyed throughout China, but so far as 
we can discover this was merely a co- 
incidence, as the Nanchang trouble was 
purely a local one. 

As to the “hundred thousand troops 
drilling in the provinces of Hunan and 
Hupeh,” I have had no opportunity to 
learn what the exact number of troops 
is. Probably it is larger than one would 
think from a casual observation of the 
situation, but I feel confident in say- 
ing that among the government troops 
there is nothing like the fanaticism of 
the Boxers. The attitude of the soldiers 
in the Nanchang massacre indicates that 
the troops are rather friendly to the 
foreigners, and that they are really well 
in hand. Several of the foreigners who 
escaped owed their lives to the friendli-

ness of the soldiers. So also in these 
two provinces, Hunan and Hupeh, the 
soldiers seem to be under good discipline 
and ready to put down outbreaks. Seri- 
ous trouble was threatened about three 
weeks ago on the Pekin-Hankow Rail- 
way, across the border of Hupeh, in the 
Province of Honan, which is quite out- 
side the jurisdiction of our viceroy, 
Chang Chih-tung. He is in charge of 
Hupeh and Hunan. There was a band 
of a thousand or more men, apparently 
with some of the old Boxer characteris- 
ties, marching on the railway, and 
threatening and burning as they went. 
When they were within a few miles of 
the railway, our viceroy, without any 
constitutional right, dispatched a con- 
siderable force of troops to the scene of 
disturbance and the rebels were dis- 
persed in short order. Several heads 
were taken off, and the troops eame back 
leaving peace behind them. The British 
Consul-General in Hankow told me of 
this incident, and took it as a mark of 
the reliability of the troops, and the dis- 
position of high officials to preserve 
order. 

The attitude of the officials is far 
from satisfactory. From the highest to 
the lowest there seem to proceed sus- 
picion and hostility to foreigners and 
foreign enterprises. It is not reckless 
antagonism, as in the old days, but a 
mixture of the old conservatism, tem- 
pered with the growing national feeling, 
and showing itself in a disposition to 
block every foreign undertaking wher- 
ever they can, to grant no new conces- 
sions, to refuse any further foreign 
loans or foreign assistance of any kind 
in the development of the country’s re- 
sources. The reasonableness of their 
position is shown by the remark that if, 
for instance, a foreign concern builds a 
railway, and it is threatened by riot or 
other trouble, the foreign government 
concerned will immediately send troops 


to protect it, and with this as an excuse 


practically assume the government of 
the territory concerned. Instead of 
meeting this very real difficulty as the 
Japanese have done, by strengthening 
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the government, and securing popular 
sympathy by dealing out justice all 
round, the officials complain of the in- 
terference and aggression of the foreign- 
ers, and do all they can to exasperate 
foreign governments. If this policy is 
continued, it can end only in a collision, 
disastrous to the government, with one 
or more foreign power. This is the dark 
side of the picture, and the side in which 
the issues seem to be hidden from the 
officials. 

The other side of this picture is the 
evident purpose of the high officials to 
prevent trouble with the foreigners if 
possible. They do not see that their 
course is leading them to certain con- 
flict or, if they do, they think that by 
the time the conflict actually comes they 
will be ready to meet the foreigners. 
No doubt the wide-spread attention being 
paid to military development is due to 
the conviction that in this way China 
will become strong enough to meet her 
enemies, even all foreign powers com- 
bined. But, however much this thought 
may prevail, it is evident that there is 
no intention of bringing on a crisis with 
foreigners just now. Imperial edicts 
issued to pacify the people, and protect 
missions, as well as the eagerness shown 
to settle the Nanchang affair peaceably, if 
possible, all point in this same way. I 
think it is true, as Dr. John, the veteran 
of the London Mission, was saying to me 
a few days ago, that now, for practically 
the first time, the imperial government, 
as well as most of the viceroys, is mani- 
festly determined to keep the peace and 
prevent trouble, at any rate for the 
present. 

Another element must be considered, 
one which has been made much of in 
the papers at home, and that is the 
younger generation of students. New 
wine has been put into old bottles, and 
no doubt there is danger that it will 
break the old skins and be wasted. At 
the same time, the force of this element 
seems to be exaggerated in two ways. 
Tn the first place, its revolutionary, anti- 
Manchu aspects, which are its only very 
dangerous aspects at present, are largely 
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neutralized on the one hand by the con- 
siderable following of Liang Chi-tsao, 
the reformer who barely escaped in the 
coup-d’etat of September, 1898, on the 
one hand, and by the powerful inertia of 
the existing government on the other. 
Liang Chi-tsao believes in the Emperor, 
and, in trying to put him in power, at

pressing this young element, and is 
practically secure till such time as the 
revolutionists are united and the intelli- 
gent discontent penetrates more deeply 
among the common people. 

In considering this “student problem” 
there is another factor which must be 
taken into account. This is brought out 
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the peril of the Empress Dowager, in 
1898, almost lost his life. His influence 
tends to divide the force of the anti- 
Manchu movement. Sun Yat-sen, who 
was with Liang, in purpose at least, in 
1898, is now his bitter opponent, prop- 
agating the most violent anti-Manchu 
movement. These, and other factions 
among the student class, tend to neutral- 
ize one another, while the established 
government is especially vigilant in re- 


in a letter recently received from the 
Chinese clergyman whom we have sent 
to Tokyo especially to work among the 
Chinese students. He says that there 
are now fully 9,000 Chinese students in- 
Tokyo. No doubt there are many classes 
among this multitude, but Mr. Hu says 
he is sorry to report that a large part of 
them come at their own expense, and 
with a purely selfish purpose. They en- 
tertain no patriotic or scholarly motive.

The new learning has become the pass- 
port to office, and they come to Japan 
simply as a way to secure recognition 
from the officials and advancement in 
official life. They stay but a short time, 
and return to China simply to trade on 
the fact that they have been to Japan, 
whereas their sojourn has been too short 
for them to get anything worth while. 
Of course the foreigners have nothing to 
fear from these poor sycophants, except 
the passive and blind antagonism which 
has harrassed us in the past. Mr. Hu 
says that the revolutionary literature is 
read, and has some influence among the 
students in Japan, but that revolution- 
ary talk is far less common among them 
than the revolutionists would make out. 
We may hope that those students who 
stay long enough to make real progress 
in learning will, at least a considerable 
number of them, learn the true kind of 
patriotism, and come back to attempt 
for their country what Japanese stu- 
dents have done for their fatherland. 

Reform must come, both in the gov- 
ernment and in the educational system 
of the empire—real reform, of which the 
present attempts are but the shadow. 
Violence may be anticipated, and may 
be considered certain, but it is not likely 
to come on any large scale in the imme- 
diate future. There is, indeed, wide- 
spread uneasiness amongst all classes of 
the people, and serious trouble may arise 
at almost any time, even from some ap- 
parently trivial cause. For example, the 
Nanchang affair is not settled yet, and 
should it not be managed very wisely, it 
might be made the occasion of local or 
even general disturbances. One never 
feels safe in prophesying about things 
in China, as you know. 

I give you the facts, as far as I can, 
and my view of the situation. These 
views are not arrived at without consult- 
ing others. I think they represent fair- 
ly well the views of those best informed 
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in our part of China. I was glad to 
find, in my visit to Shanghai at the end 
of March, that these views are generally 
held also by those to whom one looks in 
such matters in Shanghai. 

The conclusion from these premises is 
evident, that the right policy for both 
missionary and commercial enterprises 
in China is to go full steam ahead.

HE Venerable Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel is 
compelled to give up its pres- 
ent office building in Delahay 

Street, London, and to make for itself 
new quarters elsewhere in the city. A 
suggestion has been made that Ameri- 
can Churchmen would be glad in some 
way to put into this new building a vis- 
ible and permanent expression of their 
grateful remembrance of the old rela- 
tions between the society and _ the 
Church in America. 

Most of the early planting of the 
Church in America was due to the so- 
ciety, so that we really might apply to 
them what the preface to the Prayer 
Book says about the Church of England, 
that we are indebted to the society, “un- 
der God, for our first foundation and for 
long continuance of nursing care and 
protection.” It is suggested that we ex- 
press our gratitude by giving either the 
chapel or the board room in the new 
building. 

It is estimated that $3,500 will be 
sufficient for this purpose. Bishop Doane 
and Bishop Lawrence, who heartily com- 
mend this undertaking, think that the 
gift should be made through a few indi- 
vidual subscriptions rather than through 
any general public appeal. Mr. Robert 
Treat Paine, Jr., 85 State Street, Bos- 
ton, has consented to act as treasurer. 
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SEVEN MEN AND WHAT THEY HAVE 
GAINED AND GIVEN IN THE CHURCH 


HE accompanying picture shows 
a group of our Negro clergy 
gathered for the commencement 
exercises at St. Augustine’s 
Sehool, Raleigh, N. ©. These seven 
men are representatives of the 111 Negro 
clergy to be found in the Church in the 
United States to-day, and the stories 
of their lives are no doubt typical of 
those others which are being lived in par- 
ishes and missions from St. Matthew’s, 
Detroit, to St. Alban’s, Key West; from 
St. Philip’s, Omaha, to St. Augustine’s, 
Brooklyn. The principal of St. Augus- 
tine’s had this picture taken perhaps 
only as a pleasant memento of their 
visit, but it can certainly serve as more 
than that, and be a reminder to the 
Church at large of past training, present 
results and future promise. Of the seven 
men in this group, three are natives of 
North Carolina, two of Virginia, one of 
Georgia, and one of the West Indies. 
Born in the days “before the war,” the 
early histories of all save the last tell 
of the beginnings of education laid amid 
difficulties, behind closed doors, in se- 
crecy, but sometimes with the aid of 
white friends who even then felt the 
desire to give to these people in bond- 
age the knowledge which would free their 
spirits and enrich their lives. 

To struggle in order to know marks a 
force of character likely to win its way, 
and one cannot be surprised to find men 
who have so struggled in places of re- 
sponsibility and trust. It is natural that 
those who worked hard in order that they 
might learn should feel the value of the 
training which the daily school can give, 
and we must expect men who got their 
schooling so to give influence, time and 
every effort to the educational side of 
missionary work. And it is natural, also, 
that men whose early lives were influ- 
enced by such lives of pure devotion as 
were those of Mr. Thackara, Mr. Giles B. 


Cooke and Miss Annie Sutton, daughter 
of the second principal of St. Augus- 
tine’s, should turn to the Church which 
had shaped their serene and lofty Chris- 
tianity, and to the sacred ministry which 
they, their scholars, had grown to know 
through their white friends and priests. 

Three of these men were trained for 
their—sacred office in St. Augustine’s, 
two are graduates of King Hall, and one 
studied in Alexandria and received or- 
dination in the old chapel from which 
so many missionaries have gone out to 
minister in the different parts of the 
mission field. Six of the seven have 
found their work in the Diocese of North 
Carolina, and it is interesting to notice 
that three of the number have passed 
their entire ministry, of twenty-five, 
twenty-three and nineteen years respec- 
tively, in one place and charge. Through 
the kindness of these men we have been 
furnished with sketches of their lives, 
their training for work, and the work 
it has been given them to do, and we 
hope to follow this introductory notice 
with these accounts, beginning in the 
present number with that furnished by 
the Rev. H. B. Delaney, vice-principal of 
St. Augustine’s School. 


NOTES OF MY LIFE 


BY! THE AREV ERENDEE SB: 
DELANEY 


WAS born in the old town of St. 
Mary’s, in southern Georgia, on 
February 5th, 1858. - My father 
was free, my mother was a slave. 

To the Christian woman, whose prop- 
erty we were, I owe my earliest educa- 
tion. While many Negro children were 
kept in ignorance, my mistress herself 
taught my eldest sister to read and write, 
in order that she might carry on a 
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school, secretly, in one of the upper 
rooms of the house, for the benefit of the 
other children of the family. 

Before the close of the war, my father, 
with his family, ran the blockade in 
the darkness of night, and went to Fer- 
nandina, Fla. There for several years I 
attended my sister’s private school, and 
later, for a short time, went to public 
school; then, being poor, I was obliged 
to go to work. I selected the mason’s 
trade, and was apprenticed for seven 
years. During this time I found a spe- 
cial friend in the Rey. O. P. Thackara, 
D.D., who afterward proved my greatest 
benefactor. It was through his great 
kindness and constant interest mani- 
fested in me, that I finally decided to put 
aside the independence my trade then 
gave me, and, in 1880, to come to St. 
Augustine’s School. My trade, however, 
began my advancement here, for by it 
I made myself of value to the school. 

Following the regular course, I was 
graduated from the collegiate depart- 
ment in 1885. Immediately upon my 
graduation I was employed by the Board 
of Trustees as a teacher, and have re- 
mained here now twenty-five years. I 
was appointed vice-principal in 1898. 

I first became acquainted with the 
Church, and the foundation was laid 
for my future work in the ministry, 
through instruction from Dr. Thackara 
who, having formed a class for the in- 
struction of the colored ministers of dif- 
ferent denominations of the town, was 
pleased to select, for reasons best known 
to himself, two young men to join this 
class, of whom I was one. In encourag- 
ing me to attend school it was his hope 
that I would decide to enter the minis- 
try. 

I was confirmed in St. Augustine’s 
Church, Raleigh, N. C., and for several 
years served as lay-reader. My theologi- 
cal training was received at St. Augus- 
tine’s before that department was re- 
moved to King Hall. I was ordained 
deacon in 1885, and in 1892 I was or- 
dained priest. - 

My ministerial work has been closely 
associated with work at St. Augustine’s 
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School, as assistant to Dr. Sutton and 
Mr. Hunter. I had charge for three 
years of the work at Louisburg, which 
I started, and for several years went once 
a month to Warrenton. I was obliged to 
give up outside work because of in- 
creased duties connected with the school. 
Sucéeeding Dr. Crummell, in 1899, I was 
a member of the “Commission for Work 
among the Colored People,” until it was 
given up by action of the last General 
Convention. 


A MISSIONARY PUB- 
LISHING COMPANY 


T the annual meeting of the 
Church Missions Publishing 
Company of Hartford, the 
treasurer’s report showed that 

the balance from last year, with $522 
from this year’s sales and $191 from 
gifts, have met the bills for printing and 
distribution of publications. Officers 
were elected as follows: Bishop Tuttle, 
president, ex-officio; Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Hart, vice-president; Carlos E. Jones, 
recording secretary; Miss Mary E. 
Beach, corresponding secretary and 
treasurer; Robert W. Huntington, Jr., 
auditor. The report of the editorial 
board for the year showed the publica- 
tion of four numbers of the Round 
Robin series, four of the Soldier and 
Servant series, a set of notes for six les- 
sons on Japan, the re-issue of some study 
leaflets, and the publication of a hand- 
book on Some Strategic Points in the 
Home Field, intended especially for 
Lenten study classes. 

The society has just published, in con- 
nection with the English Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, an illustrated 
volume of 200 pages on the English and 
American Church missions in Japan, 
written by Miss Arnold, of the English 
Mission, under the sanction of Bishop 
Awdry, of South Tokyo, who has fur- 
nished the preface, supplemented by an 
additional chapter and notes on the 
American work. 


NO HOPE FOR THE TOWN 


FAIRBANKS NOTES 


Fire-Swept | 


AY 22d the greater part of the 
town burned up. The church 
and hospital are safe, being 
far down the water front from 

the business part of the town, but almost 
the entire business section is destroyed. 
No lives were lost, but many people are 


homeless. The streets far back from the 
fire are littered with caches of house- 
hold goods and salvage from stores, and 
twenty armed guards are on duty to- 
night to protect them from depredation. 
Mr. Betticher happened to be in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the outbreak of 
the fire, and he distinguished himself by 
zealous assistance in the rescue of pro- 
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perty. All the churches in town have 
been thrown open for the shelter of 
burned-out people. 


But Speedily Rebuilding 


T is astonishing to see the progress 
that has already been made in the 
rebuilding of this town. Before the 
ashes were done smoking the work 
began, and to-day, all over the burned 
district, the framework of new stores 
is going up. But a majority of those 
who were burned out had no money 
at all, and many of them were still 
in debt. The lumber companies are 
allowing almost anybody who wishes to 
build to have lumber, because in many 
eases that seems the only chance of 
getting old debts paid. When I wired in 
response to the telegram from the 
Church Missions House that there was 
no immediate need of help, I knew 
that later it might be necessary to 
make an appeal. Many of those who 
contribute to the hospital are without 
any money now. And if, as seems likely, 
the fire will prevent the building of the 
promised Roman Catholic hospital, by 
reason of the impoverishment of those 
who have largely subscribed, it will be 
necessary to extend our accommodations, 
and it may be difficult to secure the 
means of doing so. The hospital is kept 
working to almost its full capacity all the 
time now. It was wonderful that there 
was no loss of life, or even serious:in- 
jury; wonderful that so extensive, so 
rapid, so disastrous a fire should have oc- 
curred without producing a single hos- 
pital case. The whole destruction took 
place within one hour. At four o’clock 
the fire had not broken out; at five 
o’clock all the chief buildings of the town 
were in ashes. Pine, paper, and paint— 
that is what the town is built of; and 
since all the saloons in the town burned 
up there were immense quantities of 
spirits to add their fury to the flames. 
There is a good fire brigade here, with 
plenty of hose and water, and abundant 
steam power behind it. And it did good 
service in saving the N. CO. plant, with 


its stores of food and the power house 
with the pumps and dynamos. But so 
far as seriously combating the general 
conflagration, I do not believe that all 
the fire brigades of New York City could 
have done that in the time. How glad 
we were that the bishop wisely chose a 
site for mission and hospital some dis- 
tance from the business centre of the 
town. 


Changes in the Staff 


HE staff at the hospital and mis- 
sion will suffer loss this summer. 
Miss Carter and Miss Farthing “go out”; 
Miss Farthing because her five years’ ser- 
vice is complete, and the merciful pro- 
vision of the Board of Missions grants a 
year “outside” to those who have spent 
five “inside,” and Miss Carter, whose va- 
cation year would not come in due course 
until 1907, because the sudden death of 
a brother and the settlement of his affairs 
demand her presence. Miss Emberley 
will be superintendent of the hospital, 
and Miss Johnson is already on her way 
to join the staff, with the hope of another 
lady to take Miss Farthing’s place. Miss 
Carter will return next year, to go into 
the Koyukuk and take charge of the mis- 
sion that we hope by that time will be 
established there. 


The Going Out of the Ice 


HE first steamboat left for Dawson 
late in May. The ice went out a 

week earlier this year than last, and how 
differently. Last year it was tame 
enough: the ice rotted and melted and 
went out when we scarce knew it; this 
year it went out with force and flood and 
destruction, The great snowfall of the 
winter, and the steady warm weather of 
April had poured a great deal of water 
into the river, and the ice was floated 


from its hold and began to move on April. 


80th. Soon the movement became more 
rapid, with a steadily rising river. The 
great cakes, some of them an acre in ex- 
tent, with the great momentum that their 
size gave, came sailing round the bend, 
stately enough, crashed into the cold- 
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storage boat, ripped the hull out of her, 
and she keeled over and half sank. All 
the town’s meat supply was ruined. 
Some 40,000 pounds of refrigerated meat 
is Just now boiling up into dog food for 
next winter. Then they sheared off the 
piles of the bridge like matches, and 
swooped down upon the Northern Com- 
mercial Company’s wharf, scraped off the 
two-inch planking that protected its pil- 
ing as though it had been shingles, and 
then mowed the piling down level with 
the water, so that the wharf hangs ready 
to fall. The independent wharf was next 
attacked, and the ice cakes made short 
work of that. They cut the piling from 
under it and the whole superstructure 
was flung broadcast over the ice, doors, 
windows, roof, framework, and went 
floating down to the Yukon. It was most 
interesting. Fairbanks is certainly keep- 
ing up its reputation as a place where 
things: happen. And the people here 
have a most happy way of taking things. 
The owner of the independent wharf was 
standing on the water front with the 
crowd of spectators, making bets as to 
which ice-cake would destroy his property. 
There was nothing whatever that could 
be done to save it, so he enjoyed the ex- 
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citement of the thing as much as the rest 
of us. 


Flood Possibilities 


OR awhile there was real danger of 
flood, and with last summer’s ex- 
perience in mind that might easily have 
been altogether too interesting. Mr. Bet- 
ticher had to sit up all one night to see 
that his cabin did not float away, though 
the waters never threatened the hospital 
or the church. But presently the jam 
below gave way, and the danger was over. 
And now once more we are in communi- 
cation with the outside world, or soon 
will be, and our seven-and-a-half or 
eight months’ embargo is lifted. 


More Magazines Wanted 


HE church, the reading room, the 
hospital, are all out of debt, and, 
I think, doing good work. The demand 
for reading matter to take out to the 
creeks is incessant. Of late we have had 
little to give, but we are hoping that 
the mails will now begin to bring-us 
fresh supplies. The Church Periodical 
Club has been so good to us that we hope 
they will not desert us now.

A KERMESS IN CUBA

LARGE yard, level as a floor, 
without a spear of grass, but 
covered with yellow sand; 
strange trees laden with curi- 

ous seed pods like butter prints, and cov- 
ered with masses of purple blossoms of 
the climbing vines, and their branches 
bearing clusters of orchids; giant cacti 
sixty feet high towering far above the 
roof of the house; booths and bowers of 
palm branches, and hundreds of flags of 
all nations, with yards and yards of 
bunting—this formed the setting for the 
kermess at the Church School and Or- 
phan Home in Guantanamo. 

In the midst of the spacious grounds 
stood a May-pole with its red and white 
ribbons fluttering in the light cool breeze 
from the encircling mountains. Well- 
dressed men and women, scores of little 
children, and many officers and men 
from the naval station in their cool uni- 
form for tropical countries thronged the 
grounds. 

There were songs and greetings in 
English and Spanish, interspersed with 
kindergarten exercises, and calisthenic 
drill, followed by the beautiful May-pole 
dance. Apart from the tropical sur- 
roundings, and the foreign languages, 
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one might have most easily fancied him- 
self at the closing exercises or the field 
day of an American school. 

This home and day-school has been de- 
clared by the Chief Inspector of Schools 
of Cuba to be the finest institution of 
instruction in all Cuba. There is a 
complete kindergarten system in full 
operation. Every Lord’s Day the chil- 
dren attend the Spanish service in the 
chapel. 

The number of applicants for admis- 
sion far exceed the capacity of the build- 
ing. The institution is the young, throb- 
bing, inspiring heart of the city. It is 
the hope of Quantanamo, spiritually, 
and eventually will be its salvation. 

Well drilled in all the common 
branches of instruction, the children of 
the Home are also trained in the ordi- 
nary duties of the house, so that when 
they pass out from* its sheltering care 
they may be able to carry with them, 
that cleanliness and order, and that effi- 
ciency of head and hand, which will 
make them benedictions in these homes 
of Cuba. Well may the people of Guan- 
tanamo feel, as they do, a grateful pride 
in this, the greatest institution of their 
little city. 


AN INSTITUTIONAL CHURCH IN THE 


HILLS OF SOUTHERN OREGON 
BY THE REVEREND FREDERICK C. WILLIAMS 


T Grant’s Pass, a town of about 

4,500 people, in southern Ore- 

gon, the little mission of St. 

Luke is fast developing into an 
institutional church. 

When the present missionary came to 
Grant’s Pass, a year ago, the mission was 
weak and poor. For more than a year 
there had been no regular services, but 
the women’s guild had kept the people 
together and loyal to the Church, so that 
things were ready for aggressive work. 
The missionary saw at once that the 
principles of the Church had but to be 
known to be appreciated and accepted by 
many people, and that it was necessary 
to advertise the services and work of the 
mission. He had placards printed, giv- 
ing the times of service and extending 
an invitation to the reader to attend. 
These were placed in the offices of hotels, 
in the railroad station, waiting room, 
and in barber shops. Cards were also 
placed in the rooms of the hotels, signed 
by the missionary, and the hours of ser- 
vices printed at the bottom, with the ad- 
dress of the church. We know that these 
cards did effective work, because many 
travelling men came to our services, who 
told me they saw my card in the hotel 
room. 

It has taken a year to put the Sunday- 
school into good working condition. But 
now, although still small, it has a steady 
corps of teachers, with strong interest 
and regular attendance of scholars. 
There is a Bible-class of twenty young 
people, which will reach forty or fifty in 
a few weeks. In connection with the 
Sunday-school, we have the “home de- 
partment” for those who cannot attend 
the Bible-class. There are now twenty- 
seven enrolled, who promise to study the 
regular lesson, at least one-half hour a 
week. To these the minister, each week, 
sends a personal letter, treating some 
point in the lesson and thus keeping in 
personal touch with his people in their 
systematic Bible study. 


A great deal is accomplished for the 
young people through the Philharmonic 
Club, which was organized about three 
months ago, with a twofold purpose: to 
encourage the music cf the Church in 
any way possible, and to provide a 
healthy amusement for the young peo- 
ple. The members of the choir were the 
original members of the club; but now 
there are sixty on the roll. This club 
provides committees to look after the 
vestments of the choir, to keep the music 
in order, and to arrange for special 
musical services. It also pays the ex- 
penses of maintaining the new guild 
hall, recently completed at an expense of 
about $800, all but $200 of which has al- 
ready been paid. 

The work among the boys has been 
especially interesting and encouraging. 
There has been very little in the town 
to keep the boys away from the streets 
and saloons in the past. We organized 
a company of the Boys’ Brigade, with 
about a dozen of our own boys as char- 
ter members. Last night, at the drill, 
there were thirty-two members present 
—wide-awake, enthusiastic boys between 
the ages of fourteen and twenty years. 
What a power for good in the Church 
and in the community this company of 
boys must be in the future! 

The work for girls has not yet been or- 
ganized; but will be as soon as the mis- 
sionary can place these other organiza- 
tions on a self-supporting basis. Al- 
ready the different societies are gaining 
much in the conduct of their own affairs, 
and it is possible for them to do their 
work without the constant assistance of 
the minister. When the men’s club has 
been formed, we shall have all ages and 
conditions ministered to, and working 
for the advancement of the Church. 
With only thirty communicants, this 
amount of activity has been possible; as 
the number of communicants increases, 
our mission may become a still stronger 
influence for good in the town. 
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THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF 
MISSIONS 
JUNE 12th, 1906 


HE Board of Missions met at the 
Church Missions House on 
Tuesday, June 12th. The fol- 
lowing members were present: 
The Bishops of Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, West Virginia, Pittsburgh, Wash- 
ington, Newark and the Bishop Coad- 
jutor of New York; the Rev. Drs. Hunt- 
ington, Anstice, Alsop, Perry and Parks; 
and Messrs. Low, Mills, Ryerson, 
Thomas, Goodwin and Captain Mahan 
and Messrs. Gardner, Butler and Morris. 
The Bishop of Los Angeles, an honorary 
member, was also present. In the 
absence of the Bishop of Albany, the 
Bishop of Pennsylvania was called to the 
chair. 

By invitation of the chairman, the 
Rev. N. B. W. Gallwey, the Rev. Edward 
L. Parsons and the Rev. Charles N. 
Lathrop, commissioners appointed by the 
Bishop of California at the request of 
the Board of Missions, were invited to 
seats. In connection with their visit a 
minute was adopted by the Board, laying 
before the Church a full account of the 
losses incurred by the late catastrophe in 
the Diocese of California and the Mis- 
sionary District of Sacramento and com- 
mending these clergymen to the consid- 
eration and generosity of Churchmen. 
This minute will be published separately. 

The Treasurer reported that, up to 
June 1st, the total contributions apply- 
ing upon the appropriations had reached 
the sum of $583,646.94, or a net gain this 
year, as compared with last, so far, of 
$40,071.21. This increase was pretty well 
distributed between the usual sources of 
income. In addition to the foregoing 
$82,260.76 had been received to same 
date for account of the Relief Fund in 
‘California. 

The Treasurer further stated that the 
Sunday-school Easter Offerings for eight 
weeks and one day, to June 12th, were 
$112,688, and had come from 3,207 
schools: being an average of $35.13 per 
school. For the same term last year 3,014 
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schools gave $103,020.57, an average of 
$34.18 per school. 
In connection with this it was 


Resolved: That the General Sec- 
retary be requested to write a let- 
ter of appreciation to the Sunday- 
school Auxiliary, in view of the re- 
port of their work this day sub- 
mitted by the Treasurer. 


The budget of appropriations for the 
next fiscal year was completed by the es- 
timates from Kyoto and Cuba and the 
remaining portions of the field of work 
among the negroes being submitted and 
adopted; making the total amount for 
the next fiscal year $871,595. This is 
$83,604 in excess of the appropriations 
made at the corresponding time last year 
or, including the additions made from 
month to month, $56,329 more than the 
annual rate of appropriations for which 
the Board is bound for the remainder of 
the present fiscal year. This fact is a 
matter for congratulation, inasmuch as it 
is a sure indication of the healthful 
growth of the work. 

The Board, having been assured that 
the clergy of the late Mexican Church 
had now been formally received as 
clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States, and having 
been so received in the recent meeting of 
the convocation of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Mexico, and that the legislative 
body of the former Mexican Church had 
adjourned sine die, among the appropria- 
tions mentioned was one of $13,265.50 
for the support of the native work in 
Mexico, including the stipends of the 
clergy and the sustenance of the Dean 
Gray School and the Mary Josephine 
Hooker Memorial School; and further, 
in view of this action, the resolution pro- 
viding that all gifts received simply “for 
work in Mexico,” should be forwarded to 
Bishop Aves at his discretion, was 
rescinded, with the understanding that 
gifts similarly designated shall now be 
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used by the Board in meeting appropria- 
tions for either English or native work 
in Mexico. 

The Rev. Hugh L. Burleson, Dean of 
the Cathedral Church of Gethsemane, 
Fargo, N. D., has consented to take 
part in the work at the Church Missions 
House during the absence of the General 
Secretary from the country; the author- 
ities of the cathedral having kindly given 
him a leave of absence for the purpose. 

Captain A. T. Mahan was elected to 
fill the vacancy in the membership of the 
American Church Institute for Negroes, 
caused by the necessary resignation of 
Mr. Pepper. 

Several letters were received from 
Alaska, including a number from the 
Rey. Hudson Stuck, who reached Fair- 
banks in safety after his long winter’s 
journey for Good Friday and Easter. 

Numerous letters were received from 
home bishops regarding appointments, 
etc., under new appropriations. Such 
action was taken as was needful, and a 
number of laymen and women were em- 
ployed for work in the several dioceses 
and districts. At the request of the sev- 
eral bishops Deaconess Mary Metzler, 
formerly in Japan, was assigned to the 
Hospital of the Good Shepherd, Fort De- 
fiance, Ariz.; Miss Ruby Harbin, as 
teacher among the mountain whites in 
North Georgia; Deaconess Katrina L. 
Patterson as missionary at Coalgate, 
I. .T.; Mas. Bessie Cleneay at the mis- 
sion school Franklin Parish, Virginia, 
among mountaineers; and for the Work 
among the Negroes, Miss Katherine 
Wood for Georgia, 2s Bible-reader and 
teacher, and Miss Mary Bowden at St. 
Phillip’s School, West Texas. All of 
these appointments were made under the 
Woman’s Auxiliary United Offering. 

A number of communications were re- 
ceived from the several new possessions, 
giving encouraging accounts of the work. 
In Porto Rico there is great need of 
workers as the Rev. Mr. Mitchell and 
wife and one or two others are resign- 
ing for reasons of health, besides which 
several additional men are required. 

At the request of Bishop McKim, an 
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appropriation was naade to the Tokyo 
District for the purpose of carrying on a 
school among Chinese young men now 
living in the city of Tokyo. The Bishop 
of Hankow having sent Mr. Howard 
Richards to this country to secure young 
college graduates as,teachers at Boone 
College, Wuchang, the Board adopted 
the following resolution: 


“That, in connection with the in- 
formation submitted heretofore and 
the efficient work being done by Mr. 
Howard Richards, Jr., the Board of 
Missions has learned with interest 
of Bishop Roots’ plans for the de- 
velopment of Boone College, and 
the increase in its staff of American 
lay teachers. In wishing the Bish- 
op every success in his undertak- 
ing, the Board commends Boone 
College to the consideration of the 
people of the Church.” 


The Rey. Dr. Alsop has officially ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the Board’s 
action at the May meeting, asking him 
to accompany the General Secretary in 
his visitation of missions in the East, 
and accepted the invitation. 

It was stated on behalf of the Audit 
Committee that they had caused the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer to be examined 
to the first instant and compared with 
the vouchers, and had found the same to 
be correct.

THE HOMES OF THESE CHILDREN ARE ABSOLUTELY BOOKLESS 


LIBRARY WORK IN OUR MOUNTAIN 
| MISSIONS 
BY KATHERINE PEARSON WOODS 


6 EACHING school” with a set 
of pupils most of whose par- 
ents have never learned to 
read, has one very marked 

difficulty; whatever is learned by a class 
during the winter is promptly and com- 
pletely forgotten during the summer. 
When September comes again, the same 
children return to school with the same 
tattered “Readers,” and spell out “It, is, 
my, cat.” “See, the, fat, hen,” ete., with 
only enough memory of those long-suf- 
fering animals to deprive them of the in- 
terest of novelty. 

The cause of this is perfectly clear. 
The homes of these children are abso- 
lutely bookless. The fat hen and the cat 
haye, as one might say, no associative 
connection with holiday times; reading 
is a thing altogether apart from daily 
life, therefore quickly forgotten. To go 
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just a little way into psychology, the 
brain centres used in reading are in- 
active through generations of disuse, and 
need a special stimulus; will being de- 
fined as sustained attention, and atten- 
tion being dependent upon interest 
through associative connection (accord- 
ing to modern psychology), it follows 
that to make a.child learn to read we 
must create for him the tissue of asso- 
ciations with what he reads, which will 
stimulate and awaken his attention. 
This principle is of course perfectly 
well understood; it is the foundation 
stone of school library work. The diffi- 
culty in our mission work in this part 
of the world is, as I have said, the in- 
ertness of the reading centres. One 
finds pupils in the advanced grades, who 
can understand fairly well a lesson that 
is read to them, but have trouble in read- 
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ing it for themselves. For this reason 
books, even story-books of the most fas- 
cinating type, are decidedly at a dis- 
count, and the story of library work in 
our missions is almost as short as the 
celebrated chapter on the snakes of Ire- 
land. 

About a year ago I noted that among 
a collection of about twenty books which 
I was vainly attempting to urge upon 
the attention of an indifferent public, 
two volumes became immediately popu- 
lar. One was “Robinson Crusoe” in 
words of one syllable; the other con- 
tained the alphabet in large and ornate 
characters, and a few Mother Goose 
rhymes and jingles. The reason was 
plain; the words were so simple that the 
children could read them with ease and 
pleasure, and the pictures supplied the 
associations which create interest and 
sustain attention. I sent out immediate- 
ly an appeal for toy books of every de- 
seription; and from various quarters the 
appeal has been responded to, though it 
was not until about the first of Febru- 
ary, 1906, that the “library,” as we 
proudly call it, reached its present 
strength of about one hundred volumes. 
About sixty of these are “toy books,” in 
price ranging from three cents up; they 
are gravely catalogued and numbered, 
and are borrowed with very satisfactory 
avidity. During the twenty-eight days 
of February I loaned fifty-two books, to 
twenty-five persons, old and young. 
There are no rules to our library, no 
days or hours, no limitations of any de- 
scription; the borrowers have free access 
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to the shelves whenever I am at the mis- 
sion house; sometimes it taxes one’s pa- 
tience to contemplate the results; but 
after all it takes but little time to put so 
few books in order again, and one’s ob- 
ject is to help the children to love books. 
It repays one’s trouble, too, just to see 
our youngest borrower walking away 
with “Three Little Kittens,” or “Little 
Darling’s A. B. C.,” under his arm. He 
is five years old, and will perhaps begin 
his school life next September with a 
better idea of what books and reading 
mean, than if he had never consulted 
our library. 

All that I have written seems simple 
and obvious enough; but I believe we 
missionaries are just as apt to overlook 
the obvious as anybody else; and just 
because the children in our own homes 
are, perhaps, surfeited with toy books, 
we fail to realize their value to these 
children of bookless homes—a value de- 
cidedly increased, be it observed, by 
lending the books; it does not answer 
nearly so well to give them. For when 
the parents of a child can read “a little, 
but not enough to do no good,” as they 
frequently say, these books are read in 
the homes by old as well as young. It is 
odd and pathetic to have a big boy of fif- 
teen return “Mother Goose” with the 
words “Granny read it and liked it fine”; 
but here is the associative connection 
with the home life, the absence of which 
we began by deploring. I believe we 
shall find in the toy book the key to li- 
brary work in our mountain missions. 


THE CHURCH PERIODICAL CLUB IN 
MONTANA 


CORRESPONDENT of the 

Church Periodical Club has 

received a letter from one of 

those to whom she sends books 

and papers. The writer lives on a ranch 

in Montana, and distributes the reading 

matter sent her by the Club. Her hus- 

band is totally blind, and in frail health. 
She says: 


“One of these whom we have helped 
lives where she seldom sees a woman’s 
face. Her husband lets us have all the 
wood we need. Wood is getting very 
scarce around this country, and when we 
went for the first load, I had not seen her 
for months, and she had written all the 
fall to know why I did not come for 
wood. I did not have time to write, and

at last she wrote me such a pitiful let- 
ter,’ telling me if I did not go soon and 
cheer her up she could not bear it, as 
their garden had been a failure, and the 
chickens, too, and she was sick and down- 
hearted. Well, when I went I took them 
lots of garden truck. A neighbor who 
had a large garden had given us more 
than we needed, so we divided with them; 
but as I began hauling things from the 
wagon she said, ‘Oh, I thank you, they 
are nice; but books, books, books! Have 
you brought me any books?’ just with 
that hungry look in her eyes craving for 
reading matter. Just then she laid her 
hand on the sack, and felt that it was 


filled with books, and said, ‘Oh, 
God bless you from my heart!’ 
She said, ‘Jim will buy garden 
stuff, but there is no money for 
books till we get better off.’ 
I told her about you sending 
me box after box of books. 
‘Well, she said, ‘tell them 
there is one woman up here sick 
and weary, who asks God to bless them 
every night.’ You see she has so much 
time, with her husband away all day. 
She sews a lot, but reads more than any- 
thing. Oh, how good they both were to 
us. Every night when I came home I 
found something ready for supper in the 
wagon, a jar of butter, a sack of fried 
cakes, a loaf of fresh bread, or a nice pie. 
These seem to you very little things, but 
they mean a great deal to anyone as tired 
as we were. I could take her eggs, for 
her hens did not lay. 
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“Tife in the ranching part of the West 
is very beautiful in more ways than 
one. You can help each other so much. 
3y going a little out of our way for wood 
we can pass within two miles of another 
ranch—can pass by the end of the home- 
stead fence—and I took a sack of books 
and tied it to a fence post, as I did not 
have time to go in. A few days after I 
found a note tied to a stick and laid 
across the trail we always take, saying, 
‘Come by our fence to-night as you go 
home.’ I went by the fence where I had 
tied the books, and found another sack 
with a large hind-quarter of deer meat. 
I thought that.so lovely. 

“T hope you are not getting 
tired of all this. I feel some- 
how you will like to know how 
much good the books do. First 
we read them, then we lend or 
give them.

A LONELY RANCH 


“T want to tell of my husband’s beau- 
tiful thought this fall. A man anda 
woman came to ask if they might stay 
all night, as it had gotten so dark, and 
they lived over sixty miles from here up 
north. Of course I said yes, though to 
tell the truth the woman was one I never 
wished to meet, but it was storming’ fear- 
fully, so of course we let them stay. 
She was a ranch woman and one of her 
hired men was with her. In the even- 
ing the woman seemed so quiet and re- 
spectful that I began to feel sorry for 
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her, and hoped all the hard things I had 
heard of her might not be true. She be- 
gan by saying how lonely it was for 
women up north, and said a rancher last 
summer went east and married a young 
girl, sixteen years old, and brought her 
up to that wild and lonely country withno 
women for nearly a hundred miles, ex- 
cept this one I am telling of, and this 
woman said to me, ‘Of course her hus- 
band wont let her know me, though I 
would be kind to her, for she is so lonely, 
and the boys tell me she just longs for 
her mother; and the other day I saw her 
out horse-back riding, and some herder 
had dropped a piece of paper and she 
got off and picked it up and sat right 
down and read it over and over’ I 
could not sleep all night for thinking of 
that young, lonely girl wife, and what 
this woman had told me, but for some 
reason I never thought of books. I sup- 
pose I was worried, for, as a rule, books 
are my first thought for strangers; but 
next morning when I was getting them 
an early breakfast, my husband said, 
“Don’t forget to send that young girl lots 
of books, as no one may come from there 
again this winter.’ I felt badly enough 
to think I had quite forgotten, or really 
had not thought I could send them, and 
how good it seemed in him to think so 
quickly of what would perhaps be the 
means of making many lonely hours pass 
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happily. I packed two large sacks and 
asked that woman to be sure and send 
one ot her men over; they live ten miles 
farther north than this woman. I sent 
her a note, too, telling her if she ever 
could to come and see us, but to send for 
more books if she could. Don’t you think 
it would please some of the kind friends 
if they knew that some of the books and 
papers they sent are making that lonely 
little wife bright this winter? And then 
think of some mother’s lonely boy up 
there getting those papers and books 
after the girl has read them, for I asked 
her to pass them on; and don’t you know 
how much it is to us to feel we have the 
power (through your kindness) of giving 
so much pleasure ? 

“A Jittle child from town sent me out 
word that she was sick and asked me to 
please send her in two eggs and a nice 
book. She is only six years old, a little 
ranch child, from near here, whose 
mother has moved into town for the win- 
ter so the children can go to school. I 
sent them to her by a cowboy who was 
riding through. I have books for each 
one of our Church children and others, 
thanks to you. 

“We hope to have school about two or 
three miles from here, next winter, then 
I shall start a library for children and 
grown folks.” 


MAY SEE IN JAPAN

In Tokyo 


Y first Sunday at Trinity 
Church, Tokyo, was very dis- 
appointing. The congrega- 
tion was entirely foreign, the 

larger part evidently tourists, no J apan- 
ese. The ghosts of old prejudices 
against foreign missions began to rise 
up, and a very discontented spirit took 
possession of me. I suppose if I had 
had but that Sunday in Tokyo I sheuld 


have told a very discouraging tale about 
foreign missions in Japan, so prone is 
the average mind to judge from a very 
small example. Upon inquiry, however, 
IT found that there are three morning 
services at Trinity, eight, nine, and half- 
past ten, and that the nine o’clock ser- 
vice is in Japanese, so the following 
Sunday we made an early start for the 
nine o’clock Japanese service. The 
church was well filled, the men sitting on 
one side and the women on the other. It 
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was perfectly easy to follow the service 
and the sermon was not long. When it 
was ended, the congregation, still sitting, 
made a profound bow, as if to say, 
“Thank you very much for your excel- 
lent sermon.” 

During the week between these two 
Sundays I called on Mrs. McKim, who 
showed me over their fine substantial 
buildings. St. Luke’s Hospital is a 
gem, with its sweet little Japanese 
nurses. 


It is always full and, best of

all, self-supporting. An effort is being 
made to add another wing, which is very 
much needed. I visited the divinity- 
school also and the girls’ school, St. Mar- 
garet’s, which is very attractive, built 
around a court. The little rooms are 
always spotless, the paper shoji, or 
screens, open no matter how cold it may 
be, and a demure maiden sitting on the 
floor at work at her table, eight inches 
high. At night she takes her futons or 
heavy comfortables from a closet, spreads 
one on the floor, another over her, and 
with a little wooden block, to which is 


She is a member of the Red Cross So- 
ciety, and was decorated by the Em- 
press for her activity in behalf of the 
Soldiers’ Hospital at Kyoto. I met 
Miss Peck the first Sunday I was 
in Kyoto, but as it was vacation I 
missed seeing the school. She lives close 
to the church and St. Agnes’s School, jn 
what they call a “foreign house.” It has 
an ample hall, and two large parlors 
with white colonial woodwork. You 
would not know, once the door is closed, 
that you were not in New England. 
There is nothing Japanese about; on 
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her table she has her grandmother’s 
china brought from Northampton, the 
furniture has been made from home 
models, and her Paris studies decorate 
the walls. The end of the room is draped 
with an enormous American flag. I 
asked Miss Peck if there were anything I 
could do for her at home. She said, 
“Send us a good, sensible woman who 
ean teach English and music.” 

One day I visited St. John’s, Kyoto, 
which is the original Kyoto mission, and 
has been mobbed and burned, and suf- 
fered the usual ups and downs of pioneer 
work. Bishop Williams is the rector. 
The outside of the church looks like any 
one-story Japanese shop, front closed. 
We waited in the ante-room for Sunday- 
school to be over, and soon three Japan- 
ese teachers came out and stood by the 
door, and all the children, coming two 
by two, made the customary profound 
bow to them as they passed out. Then 
we went in. The paper screens had been 
removed, throwing three rooms into one. 
It was all painted a rather dismal choco- 
late brown; at the end and left side were 
_sereens made of paper below and glass 

above. The left side was on a small 
court, with a narrow stairway directly 
against the screen. People were continu- 
ally going up and down about their 
household affairs during the service, 
sometimes stopping to listen for a few 
moments. Bishop Williams was not 
there. Bishop Partridge, his head al- 
most touching the ceiling, conducted the 
service, assisted by the Japanese curate, 
“Mr. Murata. Of course, it was in Jap- 
anese, and although it seemed very 
strange to hear our music set to those 
curious words, it was not at all difficult 
to follow. The woman at the parlor or- 
gan, who also led the singing, had the 
most spiritual expression I had seen on 
the face of a Japanese. All were very 
earnest and devout, and it was very af- 
fecting to me to think of those people 
leaving their gorgeous temples to wor- 
ship in that poor place. 

We also visited St. Mary’s for an 
evening Confirmation. This is close by 
the Imperial University, and the work is 
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intended to attract the students. Just at 
dusk we reached a double house, quite 
out of the thickly settled quarter of the 
city, and not far from the range of 
mountains that bound it on the north, 
on whose flanks is that noble row of 
temples that makes the glory of Kyoto. 
One-half of the house is the church, and 
passing through the garden we ascended 
the steep, narrow stairs such as all Jap- 
anese houses have. ‘The chapel was, as 
usual, three rooms deep, the dividing 
screens having been removed, and was 
charming. The altar was lighted with 
candles running up two points, with a 
cross in the centre draped in purple, as 
it was Palm Sunday. Cushions were 
laid in precise rows on the white mat- 
ting, on which the boys and young men 
sat, while we had chairs at the back. 
Mr. Cuthbert, the rector, lighted the 
candles, played the parlor organ and led 
the singing. There were about sixteen 
boys, three of whom were confirmed. 
Soon after service began Bishop Wil- 
liams came in and knelt on the matting. 
Immediately a Japanese youth noiseless- 
ly brought him a cushion. After the 
service Mr. Cuthbert extinguished the 
candles and drew the screens before the 
altar, making a good classroom of the 
rest. We were introduced to everybody 
and invited into the Cuthbert’s house, 
which we entered through a side door in 
the chapel, finding ourselves on their 
second floor. 

This was the last of my missionary 
visiting. I was sorry not to see some of 
the missions in the country, but a visit 
of ten weeks will not allow one to go far 


‘afield. Nowhere did I hear any talk of 


self-sacrifice. Those who are isolated 
are changed as often as possible. They 
are intensely interested in their work 
and people, and during the vacations 
there is a great deal of travelling about 
to various parts of the islands. The un- 
spoken missionary spirit seems to be, 
We are contented and happy, the life is 
interesting. We have no especial hard- 
ships to complain of, and we do not see 


_why more people are not willing to come 


to help us. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE 


E print with great pleasure 
an account of the annual 
meeting of the Alabama 
Branch of the Woman’s 

Auxiliary, held on May 15th, in Selma. 
It is a most stimulating recital of the 
intelligent and interested way in which 
a remote diocesan branch, in a diocese 
far from strong, can grasp the principle 
and meaning of the work of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. 
We recommend to many older and 
stronger branches the perusal of this let- 
ter, and would especially suggest that 
more time at meetings be given to in- 
quiry on the part of new and ignorant 
members, to the solving of doubts, to ex- 
planations and suggestions, and to the 
exchange of experiences among the rep- 
resentatives of parochial branches. So 
time will be much more usefully spent 
than in the reading of parochial reports 
which could be condensed by the 
diocesan secretary and treasurer, and 
matters of vital and growing importance 
would have opportunity for considera- 
tion. 


Our annual meeting in Selma was, by 
far, the most successful one we have 
ever had, in attendance, interest, work 
and intelligence. Of course Dr. Lloyd’s 
addresses had much to do with it, as 
many came especially to hear him, and 
hearing him, have gone home with fresh 
enthusiasm and new aims. I cannot say 
that we transacted much business. Very 
few of the women present had ever been 
to a meeting before, and at least a half- 
dozen little mission stations where no 
auxiliary work has been done were rep- 
resented, and as every one wanted to know 
what the work was and how to do it, our 
meetings usually resulted in an informal 
animated exchange of questions and 
answers, when the questioned ones be- 
came keenly conscious of their limita- 
tions. I am glad to say that, even before 
we heard Dr. Lloyd, the spiritual claims 
were discussed with as much zeal as the 
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“We will not be content hereafter in be- 


business side of our work. What little 
time I considered as wasted was in try- 
ing to convince one or two that “dues” 
and “stated sums” were not our first con- 
sideration. All were interested in the 
Apportionment, which most of them had 
never understood before. Most of the 
larger branches made pledges, so I hope 
we will do better next year. 

The “special” for Sendai was talked 
over, and while no one felt that she 
could pledge her branch for a certain 
amount, each one promised to do some- 
thing, and do it soon. As to the trien- 
nial representation, the Alabama Branch 
thinks that no more than three should go 
—that they should, if possible, be 
diocesan officers, but if not, that a 
properly accredited delegate should be 
allowed to vote, and that every diocese 
have the same representation. Six 
branches reported having regular study 
classes; none, however, have Mr. Smith’s 
course. 

Our United Offering increases at each 
collection, and I am sure we shall have 
$150, at least, more than last time. 

In one of our mission stations, where 
they have no regular services and no 
Auxiliary, a few ladies have been send- 
ing every year for the United Offering, 
and I thought they were doing all we 
could reasonably expect of them. When 
you sent me the notices of the United 
Prayer on Thursday before Easter, I 
didn’t have enough to go round, so wrote 
postals about it to the smaller places. 
The lady with whom I correspond in this 
place wrote immediately that that was 
the first thing that had aroused any in- 
terest there, and “made more impression 
on us than any appeal hitherto.” A few 
days later she sent nearly three times the 
amount usually sent, of which half was 
for the Apportionment, and wrote that it 
was “in answer to the call.’ On the 
whole, there has been a decided advance 
in our diocese, and, as one member says,

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HOW THEY PASS ON 
~ MESSAGES IN THE 
ALASKA BRANCH 


WO or three times each year the 
Secretary of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary sends a letter of sugges- 
tion and inquiry to the presi- 

dent or secretary of the different diocesan 
branches. It is left with the diocesan 
officers to see that this message reaches 
the workers in the parish branches; and 
the letter given here is an evidence that 
no branch is so remote, so small or weak, 
that it may not share in the interests 
of the whole Auxiliary. Such letters as 
this make us feel that the strength of the 
whole would be greatly lessened if we 
had not the co-operation of each remot- 
est and smallest branch. 


Anvik, Alaska, January Ist, 1906. 
My dear fellow workers: 

Miss Emery, the Secretary of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, has requested 
me, as the Secretary of the Alaska 
Branch, to write to the women of 
the Church in each mission station, 
whether they term themselves the 
“Woman’s Auxiliary” or “Ladies’ 
Guild,” and ask that this year a 
‘special effort be made among us all, 
to increase the missionary offering. 
First, she writes for our contribu- 
tion toward the women’s United 
Offering for 1907, and then, if pos- 
sible, toward the apportionment of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, which is 
$100 each year, for Alaska’s share, 
toward the whole $100,000 asked 
from the women for both foreign 
and domestic missions. This offer- 
ing by the women is over and above 
the apportionment for the whole 
district of Alaska, though it is all 
for the same object, and to go into 
the one treasury for missions. 

Miss Emery writes me that she 
thinks it would help the various 
branches, if it is not already their 
custom, to meet and listen, at least 
once a month,to a reading from THE 
‘Spirit of Missions, that our inter- 
est may grow through knowledge, 
and to offer a missionary prayer, as 


“the Auxiliary work demands the 
close and constant fellowship of in- 
tercessory prayer.” We are but few 
in number, and being far apart, we 
lack what helps to bind together so 
many individual members in the 
cities and large parishes, the in- 
spiration of meeting together, of 
hearing each others’ thoughts, of 
looking into each others’ faces; but 
although we are almost all 
strangers to one another, we are, 
notwithstanding, sisters in Christ, 
fellow servants of the same dear 
Master, fellow workers for the same 
interests of our King, members of 
the same Church, working under a 
bishop whom we all love devotedly; 
and so we may feel that, throughout 
the widely scattered stations of this 
great region of Alaska, we are just 
as much one as though we met face 
to face and gave one another the 
warm handclasp of sympathy. So, 
when just a few meet in one station 
or another, let each of us feel that 
we are not so few and feeble as we 
seem, but that each forms a link of 
love and prayer and interest to bind 
together the whole as one strong 
chain. So let us all strive together 
as one through this year of 1906, to 
renewed efforts of doing our share 
in Alaska toward extending and 
strengthening the Kingdom of 
our Lord on earth; first of all by 
“helping together by prayer,” by 
trying to learn more of what mis- 
sionary work is going on in the 
various fields, both domestic and 
foreign, and by adding each one 
her mite to swell the whole, work- 
ing as a unit rather than as de- 
tached, solitary branches; thus 
helping to advance the one great 
object of all our work, the knowl- 
edge and love of Christ our King, 
and also to strengthen the hands of 
our noble and beloved bishop, by 
making him feel that he has a 
united band of helpers in the cause 
to which he devotes his whole life.
